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N orfolkes Furies,or 
them in their conuerſation, On the other ſide, vngodly and 
troubleſome citizens(if any ſuch there be)as I hope there be 
none, or not many inthis Kingdome, way learnetobe wiſer 
from others miſerics: or at the leaſt, if they cannot dve ghar, 
(for they cannot doe whar they will not doe) yer they may 
tremble, bcholding the fearfull end of theſe men. 

Inthe yeare of our Lord,1 549 when many grieuouſly com. 
plained vnto king Edward the ſixt,that their Commons were 
raken from them, and incloſed by certaine priuate perſons : 
The care thereof, by the authority of the King, was commit- 
ted vnto certaine moſt graue & diſcreet perſons : anda Com. 
miſſion appointed, they were commandedaboue all things,to 
inquire of ſuch complaints,and to vnderſtand and conſult of 
the whole matter , with as much expedition as mightbee, 
Which comming abroad , and made knowne tothe common 
people,ſundry rumours were ſpread hereof,and other 
things done,the ditches in Kerr were filled vp,and fields ſom- 
time common (now incloſed withditthes, and hedges)were 
layd open. Now becauſe the like was not done in the coun. 
try of Norfolke, certaine light andſeditious perſons of the 
common people began to murmure,and be panh and from 
thencefoorth they bound themſclucs with bruitiſh: rage and 
villany,that(againſt right, & without the c of 
the King,they would do the like here, as they had hearddone 
inKent: Defiring(as the cuent declared)not _ lay 
the common paſtures, incloſed by the iniury of men, but 
to powre foorth their vngodly defires againſt the Common.. 
wealth(hidden before in the wicked intention of their harts) 
tothe ſpoile,and overthrow of all things. Whence they pro. 
cured mortall warres totheir Countrey , and deſtru&ionto 
themſelues. For when the report of this curſedſocictic came 
abroad,they began cuery where toenter ſecret counſels, and 
many baſe and vile perſons in ſundry places complained of 
their cſtate, and bitterly inucighed againſt the authoritie of

V ntothis wood are neere adioyning Comon paſtures 
of the City of Not wich, called the Towne Cloſe; 1nwhich Tovwne 
place many needy, and pooremens Neat are: paſturedand a ©. 
common Heardſmanappointed keeper of them, whichby cats 
ſtome receined of the owners an halfe-penny weekely for a

r keeping, & let the catte Cer» 
taine o* the ſcumof the City(the day aiter the Rebels came 
towards Norwich) with violent rage anon: 
that they were common paſtures( as they were i | 
| that they would not ſuffer any Jonger common palture to 
= incloſed, and were carried withſoblind rage fromall i 
* ment and reaſon : as that which( by the prouidence and 
| duſtry of their betters) was incloſed to common profit,they 
would pull downe withtheir owne hands. They had now 
ſcarce thrown down the ditch inthe ypper part of the Cloſe, 
when many peſtilent perſons; into whoſe cares a xrymour of 
this pernicious conſpiracy came ( eſcaping ſegretly.cut of 
the City)and ioyned with Aerts ſouldiers. Which men were 
led hereunto, the rather , becauſe theſe wretched conſpira- 
' tors pretended alwayes the benefit of the Common-wealth, 
and care of common profit,tocouer their wickednes Withal. 
When tidings of thele things was brought intoths Cys

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oy the Maior(whoat that time was T homas Codd fearing at the 


 ſtrangeneſſe of the matter,thought ood out of hand to pro. 


nide againſt this inconuenience, andto laboar that theſe ty. 
mults(if by any meanes it could be brought ropaſle) might | 
be repreſſed in the beginning, W herupon,calling the chicfe 
of the citie together(namely the Aldermen, which alwayes 
are withthe Maior in the counſell) to appeaſe theſe tumults, 
he goeth with them-into Kerrs Campe. There he found them 
all wickedly occupied, giuing them(clues to riot and excefſle, 
And firſt hee al'ured them by money, and fairer promiſes to 
leaue off their enterpriſe, and euery man todepartquietlyto 
his owne houſe. They notwithſtanding continued Rill-their 

e,throwing downe wharſocuer was incloſed. The Ma- 
tor when he had tryed all meanes in vaine,andperceiued that 
neither intreaty,nor reward could preuaile any thing ar all, 
todraw the minds of the Conſpirators fromſogreat wicked- 
—_— conſideration of peace, preſently returneth into

A fqnefoom Aﬀcerwhoſe departnre,the Rebels conceiued (as it was in- 
the C:137e81 deed, which alſo they began toperceiue by little boughes in 
to tbe Rebe, 11, hands of certain men, which ficd vnto them out of the ci- 


ty)that if they tariedany longer ſcattered, and ſcparatedene 
= another,their emerpriſe preſently, without any difficul- 
tie, would be difappointed, and they reliſted. To preuent this, 
hey thonght it ſafeſt, that all their curſed companics ſhould 
be drawn together inco one  Wherupon without delay 
they went to Eaton wood, which whenthey had viewed tho. 
rowout,and found no conuement place to pitchtheir campe 
in;by pablike conſent it was agreed vpon, that from thence 
they ſhould preſently depart to Mouſhold, And chiefly they 
did chuſe that place, wherein they might appoint ſears for 
eheir wicked purpoſes,and dens for their robberies. Therfore 
when this aduice liked them all,and night before they were a+ 


The Rebels Ware come on, they ſent meſſengers to the Maior, toſignifie 


requeſt ts 


vnto him, that they intended without iniury to any man, to 


the Mator, paſſe fhorow the citie, becauſe that way was more cafle and, 
-readier, & therforethey requeſt to doit with his good leaue. 


Here-, 
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Hereunto the Maior anſwered, that they were men of a rhe Maier 
lewd mind, and cnemics to the Weale publique , and there- Anne 


fore he would giue themno paſſe thorow the city, Moreouer, 
he rebuked them ſharply, and with threatning words,as men 
ſeditious,and deſirous to trouble andogetturn allthings,thar 
ſo ſtrixing a fearc intothem,he m12he by all meanes poſsible 
terrifie them fron ſo great miſchiefe,and crueltie. Moreouer, 
he gave them to vnderltand, that if they proceededin their fu- 
ry and rage, it would ſhortly come to paſſe, ſuch deſperateat- 
tempts would come to a fearefull end. But this ſpeech of the 
Maior was ſofar from terrifying them,as they departed from 
him more obſtinate, and confirmed in their reſolution,then 
when they came, Thus Ketes company diſappointed of their 
hope and intention, lurked all th t night in Eaton wood, - In 


the mean ſcaſon,the Maior with his Brethren called a Coun- The Maier 
cell as it behouedrhem,for the Commonweale of their citiez £:4th « 
There it was long time,and much debated: as of them whoſe Councel, 


minds were caryed into doubtfull opinions. Some rhought 
there isnecd of expedition, and that without delay they are 
tobepattoflight : For being deſperate'y madand raging,if 
| not in the beginning repreſſed, they would bring a 
plague anddeſtruRionto the whole citie, Other thought 0- 
therwiſe,thar it is a matter of great danger,deliberation,and 
aduice,and thatrhis ſpeed in reſiſting, comming as from cou- 
£,and magnanimitic: ſo it m1y ſeeme vncertaine and yn- 
aduiſed, whoſe whole commendation is in theeuenr, Which 
courſe,as it bringeth alwayes a doubrful,ſo for the moſt part 
adolcfull end. Andther they perſwade, to fortific the 
Citic, and appoint watch and ward carefuily,and to beſtow 
the Citizens vponthe wallcs and other conuenient places of 
the citic. As for other things,becauſe by the Law of _ 
Force and Armes , it is prouided that no Bands be muſter 
without the commandement of the King;therfore nothing to 
be attempted (as they aduiſe) but to expe his will and au- 
thority.Al-meneaſily inclinedro this ſentence,as held for the 
beſt,proceeding from the matter inqueſtion,andmoſt ſafe a- 
gaink cucry aſl of fortune. And forthwith GUI 
C cnt 
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ſent Poſt withletters vnto the King , wherein all things are 
carefully reported, commanding that wich as much ſpecd as 
Was poſaible,the ſhould be deliuered totheKings Councell; 
The next day after,that was the 1 1.0f /uly,when they could ' 
not obtain liberty of the Maior to paſle thorow the city,and 
all hope therof being taken away, it ſeemed beſt to them,and 
they all agreed, to go oucr at Hailidon bridge, which becauſe 
they could not eaſily doe,for the ſtraitneſle of the Bridge,the 
way whereof was toa narrow for the drift of the cattell, and 
cariage,they threw great ſtore of wood into the river,and ſo 
vpon the boughs,and bodies of the trees heaped vp together, 
men,horſe,8& cart might paſlc ouer the Riuer. After this ma- 
ner being gone ouer,the night folowing they lodged at Drai- 
ton, The next day they went towardsMouſhold,caſting down 
on cuery ſide hedges & ditches. Morcouer,they pulled down 
a chappell of one (orbets,and brought adeſolation & miſera. 
ble ruine vponall places. Into this curſed rout of wretched 
men,deſtroying and waſting all things, & ruſhing into al pla- 
ccs with headlong rage,wherſocuer they came: Roger Wood- 
kouſe Knight, & the brethren of the 17 ayer into their 
company ,while vnwarily they went to ſee which way theſe 
Rebels came, Theſe they took,and againſt their wils carried 
with the. Then they took the hil called $, Leonards —_— 
ouer againſt Norwich, in which place the Earle of Surty had 
built a faire and ſumptuous houſe, which hath beneath ir the 
maine riucrrunnin ixt the citic, & hathon theEaft,and 
South the wood,and a little village called Thorpe : but on the 
Eaſt & North, Mouſhold Heath, which containeth in length 
and bredth more then ſix miles, Here they placed the Cham- 
bers(and as it were)tents of their furics,and lurking in thoſe 
thick woods, as dogs intheir kennels, they violated all lawes 
of God and man. Morcouer, they entred that goodly houſe, 
and in all places thereof left themwarks of their villanics. 
And now whatſocuer of the vileſt,and baſeſt of the people 
were inany place , theſe came running thither ; and all the 
dregs andfilthof the people of Norfolke ioyned themſelues

of mendwelling in other places; and Countries, by the ring- 
ing of Bels, and firing of Beacons, came flocking thither. 
Moreouer , they adde one miſchiefe to another : for this ſo 
horrible villany and deſire ({eldome heard of ) of deſtroying 
allthings,they couer with a certaine ſhew of counterfeit ho- 
linefle ; for they got vnto them a certaine Miniſter of the To Rebellis 
City, whom they appoint toſay prayers Morning and Eue. 959 | 
alag Furthermore, they endeuour to ioyne to the ſocietie of |" 
theſe outrages,men any way excellent for Religion and Do- 
arine,and tor vertue and innocencie of life commendable : 
Among whom, was Robert Watſon, Preacher z Thomas Cod, 
Maior of Norwich ; Thomas eAldrich of Mangreene,a man 
While he lined, beloued of all men, Theſe three becuuth they 
refuſed to be bound to their wicked agreements,and trecne- 
rous Coucnants, againſt their wils, they conſtrainedto bee 
preſent at all their Conſultations, and to take _ themthe 
adminittration of all things with Ket:,the chicte Rebell. 


Which thing fell out maruellous well ; for if it happened God: prov 
at any time, which happened often, that Kerr, or any of the! dence, 


principall Conſpirators (as they were prone, and headlong 
to all villany) ſtirred vp by the mad multitude, to-goe about 
- any wicked, and yngracious worke, which might tend in 
concluſion tothe ſpoyle, either of the City, the Ficlds or 
Townes neere the City , the wiſe and carefull diligence of 
thcſe men,ofren hindred ſuch peſtilent enterpriſes. 

Although Kete ſet on fire with miſchief:, and ſpurred for. 
wardby the rude furies of his companions, was wont ſome- 
times toſend foorth Commandement , as from authoritie of 
preſcript formes,which were called Xezts writs, whereunto 
ſometime this importunate beaſt abuſed the names of theſe” 
honeſt mensThe Coppie of which writs followeth. 


WVVe the Kings Friends,and Delegates,giue authority «c Keres 
to all men, for the ſearching out of beaſts, and all « py;;,, 
kind of viuall to be brought inco the Campe at Mouſhold, «c 
whereſocuer they find it, {o asno violence, or inturie bee «c 
done toany honeſt or poore _ charging all men by _= cc 
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authoritie hereof, that as they wiſh well vnto'the King,and 
the affli&ed Common-wealth , they be obedicnt tovs has 


Delegates,;and viito them,whole names are vnder written. 


Then in order other followed: for the number of De!lcgates 
were many,for beſides the chicfe of this wicked ſociety ,they 
choſe two out of cuery hundred, and there were ſixc and 
twenty hundred;and withtheſe,and the like Warrants,many 
worthy and Great perſons, whom the furic and rage of the 
common people mad- guiltie, wereareſted, And many, as 
though they had been guiltie of great crimes,were led away 
to Mouſhold,andtiere ſhut vp in ho!d and priſon, 

Moreouer,the ditches and hedges of common Paſtures in- 
cloſed, by the authoritie of the ſame Commiſsion were 
throwne downe, and indiucrs places,many were charged to 
be aſsiſtant, & helpers intheſe tumults, And all theſe things 
were done, theſe three, the Maior Watſon & Aldrich, not on- 
ly holding their peace,and winking at the matrer,but alſo in 
ſhew ſomerime conſcnting, being often compelled toſerue 
the time, whereby they might relicue their Country toſt to 
and fro,in the deepe ſeas of {edition & diſcord;leſt,if not re. 
ſiſting at all,rhe aduerſary,and crue]l common people,ſhould 
hauc perceincd it, and {othey ſhould haue brought preſent 
death ro them(ſelues,and deſiruRtion to their Country, which 
then without doubt ( if they had openly refiſted,or plaincly 
denied(as far as man could perceive)ſuch was their rage,and 
vnbridled madneſſc)had vtterly periſhed, oucrthrowne with 
robberies,burning,anda'l kind of common calamitic. 

In the meane ſcaſon,the Citic of Norwich, carefull of this 
eſtate of things, with an yncertaine hope and continuall ex- 

Ration for reliefe, remained dc ubtfull of theſe {turres:for 

ithertono anſwere was brought vnto them from the King, 
neither ynderſtood they what the Councell had d; creed robe 
done ; and the Citizens without commandement , durſt at. 
tempt nothing,but remained inthe Citie,ſtill looking tor the

And it chancedatrhat timdnany obſcure and viſe petſoris 
were in armes in ſundry places,as bound 'by a.comman:cun- 
ſenr of villany ; they had con{pired to teare in-ſtindcrithe 
bowels of the Common-wealth: for a!though. the fury. of 
rude and beaſtly men,did much morc,andcrielly:rage inthe 
Countic'of No«folke, then any where cl{c:yct the ſame mor. 
call plague ofdeftroying all things, was ſpredabroadalmoſt 
thorowall parts of the land. Notonely No folke,but Buc. 
kingham,Oxford,Surrey, Eflex, Kent, Cambridge: ſhite, and 
many other places were troubled withthe like {turs. Wher- 
by it came to paſſe, that when all the counſels, care and ſtudy 
waz occupied in quenching the flames of ſo great {editions 
(leſt, if they hadnot gone preſently againſt the fire, all the 
Common-weaithhad burned ) they came. ſomewhat later to 
repreſſe theſe Norfolke Commotiens then they wiſhed. |

fling,and robbing. To the whichendthey went often vpon 
the Oke,and withtheir graue ſpeeches perſwaded that there 
might be at the lengrh,if not an end, yet they would prouide 
ſome meanes againtt ſuch rapine,and ſogenerall violence in 
all exceſſe. There were beſides alſo other graue Perſons, and 
good Diuines,who endeuoured by all meanes poſsibl. ,ſtudy 
anJdiligence,to reduce the tumulcuous people (hauing now 
caſt off all feare of Law)& glutting themſclues in al villany, 
from robbery ,and burning, wherewith they had confounded 
all things, vntothe conſideration of peace, And theſe in the 
day preaching,and inthe night watching armed inthe City, 
omitted nothing that belonged vnto themas they w:refaith= 
full Miniſters, or lay vpon them as they were goodſubicRs., 
Atthus time, among the reſt,the wiſcome, faithfulneſſe, and 
integrity of D. Matthew Parker wasnotable,a worthy man, 
and cuery way adorned with vertue, then Profeflor of Diui - 
nity, at this day in thetime of our moſt renowned Queene< 
Elizabeth, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, He minding to vs 
Cc 
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office and dutic of a good Paſtor, ſeeing all places inuironed 
withthe flames of fury and miſchicfe;did that which became 
a prudent, and behoouedi reſolute man. For in rebuking of 
wickednes,he ſhewedhimſelfe ſtour and valiant;and in wary 
auoyding of perils,witty and carefnl: ſo as he performed the 
faith that he _ to God and the King. and diligently pro- 
uiding for himſclfe,he ſhewedthat prouidence that is princi- 
pally in wiſe men. But it came to paſſe one day, whattime he 
went with his friends into Kerts Camp, he found Kerr and 0- 
ther his companions of thar fellowſhip, ſtanding vnder the 
Oke,communing of matters betweene themſclues. At which 
time the notable courage of the Maior 24. (odde appeared, 
and his worthy voice was plainly heard,beſecming a valiant 
man, For when Kerr, the Capraine of this conſpiracy, was 
carneſt with him todeliuer the keyes of the citic,andall his 
authority, & to reſigne his gouernment into his hands, Codd 
ſoutly anſwered,he would hrſt giue his blood and life out of

his body , before he would by yillany trecherouſly leaue the #4 # 


Citic,orcaſt off wickedly through feareand cowardiſe, his 
legianceto the King. The matter thus debated on both fides, 
and night drawing on, «Matthew ſeeing the miſcrable com. 
mon people drownedin drink,andexceſfe,thought that ſober 
and wholſome communication wouldlittle profit drunkards; 
oucr-charged with meat and drinke , and {trucken with the 
heat of the weather andſunne, therefore ener toſay 
nothing vnto them thar day. Wherefore leauing all things as 
he found them,full of fury and rumults,he departeth into the 
Citie. The next day carly, which was Friday he returnetha- 
gaine into the Campe, with his brother T ho. Parker,which 
was after Maior of Norwich, where(iris lamentable totell) 
he foundthem all ynder the Oke, heating prayers, and in the 
midſt of them one T hemas the V icarof 5, Martin: at the Pa- 
lace,readingthe Letany. /atthew having gotten this oppor- 
runity to teach,went vpon the Oke,andthere made a Sermon 
full of wiſdome,modettic, andgrauitic, All his Sermon was 
chicfly diuided intothree . g \ 

In the firſt hee wiſcly amoniſherh them, that thoſe —_— 
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which for their ſuſtentation they had brought into the C 
being conſumed, and ſpent, they would not ſpoyle wickeoly 
the 'ruits of the carth,andrhe g.frs of God. | 

Next, that they ſhould not defile theirhands with blood, 
following private,and(ſccretdiff plcaſures,raſhly carricd with 
a deſire ot r-uenge, neither to puniſh them with impriſon- 
ment and bands, whom they held as enemies: or take away * 
any manslife wickedly,or cruclly, x 

Laſtly, in regardof co mon profit,toſurceaſe from theſe 
enterpriſes,and not diſtruſt rhe Kings Herald,or Meſſenger; 
buttogiue vntothe King due honour, euen in his yourg and 
render age; whereby they might vic him hereafter, when he 
came to more ripe andflouriſhing eſtate (the valour and pro- 
weſle of his anceſtorsbeing confirmed in him,andas it were 
dcepe rooted) with incredible delight and pleaſure, 

- When in this place he hadinforced all the irengrh of his 
ſpeech, andall the company had heard him attentinely, and 
willingly, ſtanding round about him while he preached: ar 
the voice of one wretchof the baſeſt of the people, they be. 

"A tumu'ty- £4n tocry out one by one tumultuoufly; How long (faith he) 

046 [peech, ſhall wee ſuffer this hireling Dottor, Which( procured far hu hire 

by the Gentlemen ) is come hither , bringing Words of ſale, and a 

. tongue bound with rewards ? but We Will caſt a bridle pon their 

=. - intolerable power and will hold them bound With the cords of our 
Law, ſpite of therr hearts, 

Then the common people began to murmur,and openly to 
rage;:nd many,ſtirred vpwiththe ſpeech ofthis varlet, vrg<d 
the matrer with more bitrer words andthreats, yea,and fear. 
full ſpceches of ſame were heard, and dang-rous,which came 
alſo to his owne eares. Some of them cried our fiercely, 7r 
Were good that he Which bath ſpoken ſo well, and hath powdred his 
Sermon with "rm eloquent words and ſemences, Were compelled to 

| come downe, veing ſhot through with pikes and arrowes, Where« 
ypona great feare came vpon this good wanat that time,and 

vnto this feare was added the terrour of another cuill ſuſ- 

Conceiz# pe&ed: for he himſclfe felt ynder his feet the poynts of the 
row Speares,and Iauclins,and was ingreat doubt, leaſt he thould 
C- 
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berbruſt thorow ofthe raging multitude, Neuertheleſſe, it 
was afcerward perceiued, that there was no ſuch cauſe of feare 
for all thar were vnder the'tree (for the moſt part) had Aſat- 
thew in great reputation, and imbraced him with all loue and 
kindnef{c,and were greatly glad of his comming thither, For 
they hoped it would haue cometo paſſe, that the people being 
lrooken inconſciencewith his words, and made more trata- 
ble, or afraid of their wickednefle and villany, would repent 
of rheir doing,or atthe leaſt, remit ſomewhar of their wonted 
furic and crucltie;and by this meanes, all that were preſent a- 
gainſt their wills,might obtaine more libertie. Howſoecver it 
was, hee was exceedingly afraid, and ſcemedrtobee ingreat 
danger. 

At what time on the ſudden came T homas, of whom wee 
ſpake before, Vicar of S., Afartiys, having gottentwoor three 
Maſicions ynto hin,who beganto fing,T e Dewm,in Engliſh, 
with ſolemne_Mulicke, and diſtin& notes, elegantly (et for 
the delight of the care : by the {weetneſſe of which Song,they 
being rauiſhed (for they were vnwonted to Muſicke) their 
cryeli and raging minds (bewitched with theſe vnaccuſtomed 
delights) by little and lictle were appeaſed. 

Mathew hauing gotten this opportunitie, thought it not 
good to tarrie, while either theſe had made an end of their 
So:g,or the other ſhould begin anew to rage z therefare gom- 
ming downe fromthe Oke with his brother (as hee coultiget 
our ) he went from the Camp, And as they were going downe 
Saint Leonards Hill, toward Pockethorpe Gates, they came 
vpon him, and other miniſters of that ſocietie, following him 
with tumultious clamours, which contended with him chiete» 
ly for the great ſeale, whereby he had licence to preach, Rebels - 4 

Matthew therefore perceiuing, that all were infeRted with 7. os: 
this villanie, as it were, running headlong with deadly furie o | 
and madnes, being wearied with ſuch tumults, and lamenting 
the cuils of his Countrie, eſcaping priuily what way he could, 
Icau@h his brother Thomas Parker behind him, to reaſon 
with them of the matters, and by this meanes, withdrew him- 
ſeife from their furie, 
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The next day after, Matthew Parker going intoSaint Cle. 
ments Church, from one of the Leſſons appointed to be red, 
raketh vp the cauſe againe, to ſpcake ſomething of theſe per. 
nicious rumulrs ; many of the conſpirators ſtanding round a. 
bout him, at what time they ſaid nothing : but waiting his 
comming out of the Church, full of rage they ſtood round a. 
bout him, and being come out, they followed him preſently, 
ſaying; They vnderſtood he had three or foure good and able 
Geldings, which might ſerue the King ; therefore they willed 
him, that immediately after dinner they ſhould be ready, for 
they were to vie them) preſently. Hercunto Afatthew anſwe. 
red little or nothing, but called vnto him ſpeedily a Smith,and 
taking the ſhooes off the feete of ſome of them he cauſed them 
to be pared to the quicke, The other hee willed to bee anoin- 
ted with greene Coperaſleall over, as though they had beene 
tired with ouermuch traucll and dreſſed with medicine, The 
Rebels ſuppoſing the matter ro be cuen ſo indeede (for anon 
after,as they were led to paſture, ſeeing ſome ſwadled about 
the feet,and other anointed with greene medicine) they left 
off their purpoſe. e Matthew not long after going out at the 
atcs,as it were, to walke about two miles from the City had 
bis horſe brought him to Kringleford bricge, where he rooke 
s Cambridge. Bur 
inthe way, what he ſaw, what he heard, what furies and villa. 
nies by the ſeditious(which met him in his tourney)he beheld, 
toſpeakeofall, were an infivite labour.,Neuerthelefſe,by the 
goodneſſe of God(when he had eſcaped all theſe garboyles, 
and popular hurliburlies) at the length , being free from ſo 
great dangers,he came ſafe to Cambridge, 

The ſpeech therefore of this worthy man (as an Oracle fi6 
heauen) was after this manner wickedly neglc&ed and diſpi= 
ſed of moſt vile and beaſtly perſons, forſaken rot onely of all 
health, but of all hope ; which, althovgh at that time, blind & 
headlong through fury and madres (as deadly, & to ſo great 
meanes of recouering their libertie, an cnemie and*dan» 
gerous ) the diſpiſed and refuſed, yet without all doubr, 


* trom the moſt dolefull chances which inſued , the hor- 
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rour of Gods rengeance peſſcſſed all their ſoules For (as 
wefaid before) hee was the miniſter of this heanenly YOyce, 
that quenhiog as it were, {> great a fire of miſchiefo in their 
mindes, they would ſpeedily repent : leaſt the impictic of 
Treaſon, ſpreaing further, ſhould at length become lamenta.. 
bletotheir Countrey , and in the end ſorrowfull, and dead. 
ly to themſelucs : for allthings that were — wittily 
poken by him (as though they had beene fitted by deſtiny to 
te people of Norfulke)cameto paſle : And the Rebls falling 
from one villanie to another, recciued at the laſt condigne 
puniſhment for their ſogreat furies. 
In the meane time, the Rebles (of whom we ſpake before) 
thirſtiogafter the goods,and fortunes of Great men, had filled 
all places with robbery & theft, Being now ſatiate and glutred 
with the ſpoyles, they turned at length from the deſire of the 
prey, to violence and crueltic ; going through all the Coun. 
try of Norfolke,threatning terrour & perill co all that would 
not ſtand on their part, And now the worſhiptfull, and Gen- 
tlemen ( in all places whitherſocuer their rage carriedthem) 
being taken and brought into the Caltle, it cauſed ſuch a ge- 
nerall feare vpon all men ; that many forſaking houſe, and in. 
herirance,and changing their apparel, leſt being perceiued in 
their flight & iourney,they might be knowne, eſcaped by ob- 
ſcure & by pathes : & fearing all extreamity from the Enemy, 
hid themſclues in Cauesof the earth, and thicke woods. And 
. many hauing horſe and cart, were conſtrained toſerue ; and Gree gruy 
if they had none, were coinpelled to get elſewhere. Andvn- ey 
to theſe was commanded ( that —_—_ their labour and 
bearing their owne charges ) they ſhould carry corne and 
vicuall ta the-Campeat Mouſhold, To whom,except they 
preſently obeyed, was threatned the deſtruRion of their hou- 
{cs and fields, and violence to their wiues and children. More- 
ouer what worſhipfsll perſons and Gentlemen ſocuer they 
tooke (and they oke many) them they bound ſurely with 
cords, as though in all villanie they had excceded them(clues, 
Many were dcliuered to be keptin Norwich, and ſome con- 
mitred eo the priſon, commonly called the Guild Hall, others 
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tothe Caſtle, Some ſhut vp in the Earle of Surryes houſe, ag 
theeues ard felons ; Yea hereunto it came, that if arany time 
they wanted money (which they wanted often) they com> 
pelled the Maior of the City,out of the common treaſure, al. 
wayes toſupply their neceſsity. Whoſe importune demands, 
;if the Maior had denied, without all doubt, they had emptied 
the treaſury, and: ſet the houſe on-fire, and broughe a miſera. 
ble plague and deſtru&ion ypon all mens goods. And ſurely 
they often entred wicked counſcll for the rifling of the C1. 
ty ;and the thing had beene done vndoubled'y, if by the in« 
duſtry and diligence of the Maior, they had not beene al. 
wayes pur by their hope , and indcuour, Notwithſtanding 
many Gunnes, and wuch Artillery, and inſtruments of warre, 
whatſocuer could be found in the City, they tooke and car- 
ryed away (tearing leaſt any thing might happen heereafter 
at any time againſt them) and carried them into the Campe, 
charging moreouer all the Cittizens, they ſhould be ready ar 
the farlt call to defend and helpe the:ngif necde require : Cry- 
ing out, that they were the Kings friends, and being vniuſtly 
oppreſſed ,had taken vpon them the defence of the Lawes,and 
ot the Kings Maicſtie. And not contented with this,they abu- 
ſed the Kings name to ſerue their yil'anic. and wretchednefle, 
Moreouer there were certaine Commiſsions ſent trom the 
Kings Maieſty,giuing authority vnto d1vers worſhip/ull, and 
Gcn:lemen, whoſe names wete inſerted in the Commilsions, 
with commandement carefully to preuent the dangers that - 
might inſue to the Common-wealth, & to prouide that theſe 
ſturres and commotions might be repreſſed in the beginning. 
When they had gotten thelſc letters, putting out the names of 
the men of Worſhip,they cauſed their owne names to bewrit- 
ten in, and pulling off the Kings Seales, ſet them to forged 
Commilſsions of their owne, and ſetting them vpin open pla. 
ces, abuſed the ignorant people that knew not this great de- 
ceite» And now they were come toſuch ra# and madnefle, as 
the fury and force of ſo great tumults, could not be reſtrained 
neither by the gouerncurs, nor yet by Kett himſclfe, the arch 
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Moreouer, they held them ſor enemies (not onely) whi 
refuſed to joyne with'them 'intheir villanies, but many goo 
Citizens (which tofaue themſclues fled out of the City, with 
their wines & children)they accounted encmies : Who being 
driven out of their houſes, throngh the feare of ſo great dan. 
ger (when they durſt remaine no longer any where) wande. 
red here arid there, ſeperated and diſperſed, by the meanes of 
this gen-rall rage and violence: And withexceeding lamenta. 
tion, and many tearesbewayled the iniquity of thoſe times;& 
the miſerable condition of their Country, Moreouer, they 
threaten the Ciry with fire and burning, inſomuch as they 
which remained in ir, looked for nothing elſe but the ouer. 
throw andruine of all things, In the Campe was anhorrible 
and lamentable fate of things ; for when there met together a 
great multitude of theeues and bankronts, from all parts of 
England, whom the hope of prey,and the deſire of eaſecalled 
from their dailv labour; and tilling of the ground : ſuch men. 1 _ the 
ſers of milchicfe were conceiued, and ſuch ynlawfull luſts im miebiee, 
all kind of daliance, that iy tongue abhorreth, and is aſha. 
medtotell, 

This alſo is moſt cuident, that as they had brought an vn. 
ſpcakeable waſte, and defolation vpon all fields and houſes on 
cucry ſide , ſo whatſocuer was brought into the Campe, was 
quickly ſpent in moſt gluttonous manner, ſurfetting aud re. 
uclling : Inſomuch as it ſeemcth almoſt incredible, how ſo 
much prouiſion could be dcnoured in ſo ſhort a time, For be. 
ſides Swannes, Geeſe, Hennes, Ducks, and all-kind of fowles 
without number, abour three thouſand Bullocks, and twenty 3999 Bub 
thouſand Sheepe, were royotouſly ſpent in the Campe within ABLE 
few dayes. Beſides piled parkes,and hedged (wherein Deere £4,,,e gent 
were kept) were pulled downe and laide open, and what is fer 
Deere ſocver they could any way come by, them they violent. «tes, 
ly tooke and carried away, Nothing was ſhut vp to their 
luſt, no regard had of future times, no foreſigt-t of the cuils 
that might enſuc,no meaſure of wickedneſſe and waſting, but Good penny» 
all places were ouerthrowne and emptied in a miſerable ſort : 1vobs 


and ſuch a flaughter was made of Sheepe, and other cartel! tbe Camye, 
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eucty where, as they (old openly a Weather for agroat, the 
head 8 purtenance, as contemptible and vile meat, were caſt 
away, becauſe there was none in the aboundance of more- 
daintaicsthat would eatethem, What ſhonld Tremember the 
ſpo;'ling of Groues and Woods, which were almoſt vtrerly- 
rooted vp,& cut downeby the ground ? allwhich,as much ag 
could be cut, they burned, or which is more vile, they conſu. 
med in building their dens and lodgings, Moreouer, there is 
added to this C terrible licentiouſnefle (the companion for 
the moſt part of ſuch pradtices)cruelty.For theſe filthy beaſts, 
and of all peeple,the vileſt,latde chaines vponthe moſt honeſt 
and harmeleſſe men, and manicles and fetters vpon many, 
wherewith they compelled them,two and two together, and 
made them indure long themoſt bitter to: ture, and butchery 
ofthe Gaole. 

Moreouer, they appoint to euery ofthe gates,and entrance 
intothe City, Porters, that none ſhould iſſue out, and com. 


"mand the Conſtables of the Wards, to ſce that none went out 


of the City. Anda great company of rude Countrymen were 
gathered together ; who wereappointed to watch and ward 
in certaine places:theſe men were prouidcd for by the Conſta- 
bles,to the ſatisfying of their deſire, inſomuch that many ho- 
neſt men, conſuming their ſtocks in ſogreat and waſtefull ex- 
pences, became vrterly impouerithed for euer, And the ha. 
tred conceined _=_ all in generall, that, moſtcruelly they 
vttered ypon thoſe that they could come by, 

Therewas at thattime oneWharton(a man of great courage, 
but not fauoured of the people)he being led towards the City 
to the Caſtle, bound with cords as a thicfe, a great companie 
of Rebels went round about him to defend him, leaſt hee 
ſhould haue beene Nine inthe way by the vnruly multitude. 
But neither his good behauiour towards them , nor honeſt 
promiſe, neither the diligent care ofthe Rebels appointed to 
guardchim, were ſufficientto defend him, who Þ any hard. 
ly that he was not murthered : for many attempted his death 
and ſpoyle, his body alſo in many places was [tabbed in with 
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Moreouer, ithapned about thetime thar this was done,thar 
the Rebels were going towards the City, & haling one of Mol. 
ton as priſoner, againſt whom they burned with moſt cruell 
hatred ; becauſe hee was alwayes 2 ſubtill fellow , and a man 
ſetto ſale for money(for he was a Lawyer)and as menthought 
of a reuenging minde, and one that vſcd to raiſe vp Spirus, 
with fearefull ſfignes,& ſuperſtitious wonders, While therfore 
(as is ſaid before ) this man of Molton was drawne out of a 
wood .by the bewraying of a certaine woman) where he had 
hid himſclte a little before amona thorns and bryers, for lacke 
of better prouiſion , him they haled with them with all re. 
proch and contumely, the heauens thundering horribly (not 
without the great aſtoniſhment of them that heard it) alſo 
mighty ſhowres fell,mixt with haile,which couered the earth 
and was very deepe,not farre from the Oke,called the Oke of 
Reformation. But this fearefull Tempeſt,as a ligne from heave, 
was ſo farre from appalling, or terrifying theny, that as if they 
had beene ſtirred vp by a heauenly voice, they are more fierce 
toall kind of villanic, and more incenſcd then before. And 
with no lefſe Tempeſt were the mindes of the Worthipfull 
Gentlemen. whom the Clownes ( with notable cruelty, and 
dcteſtable fury, raging,vniultly held in bands) afflicted, 

All which either teared death .euery day ( whereof ſome 
ſurely haue repored to haue felt(moſt yndeſerued;or elſemore 
grieuous torture then death itſelfe:and wharſoener elſe might 
be deuiſed by theſe filthy Robbers. For certaine of them (as 
if they had committed ſome notable villanie) were ſummoned 
before the company of theſe deſperate Perſons,as vnto iudge. 
ment;2nd being (ct before the Oke,as atthe Barr, were come 
pelled to pleade their cauſe out of chaines ; and when the ig- 
norant and rude multitude were asked what they wonld haue 
done with them; all as with one mouth cry edout: Ler them be 
hanged, Let them be hanged And.when the Gentlemen in- 
quired agaiye of them, why they ſhould vſe ſuch crucll ſpee- 
ches,eſpecially againſt them whom they krew not, and were 
guilty of nogrime ; they fiercely anſwered z Such words of 0- 
thers were vſed towards them, and therefore they would 5 
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the ſame againe to them z and had nothing elſe. to obieR. 
Though there were others that gave thisa reaſon of their crtz. 
£lſenrence, that they were Gentlemen,and therefore tobe ta» 
ken outof the way:forthey knew well,if once they might get 
the viRorie, they ſhould indure at their bands all kinde of 
torment, and crueltie. And therefore itwere better their liues 
ſhould bee taken away , whom now they had in bands {fo 
ſhould they enioy their caſe , and ſecuritie) then to giue vnto 
them the vſethereofz(if it were bur one houre) of whom anon 
after they might bee ſlaine as ſheepe, So enuied, at this time, 
and hated,was the name of a man of Worthip,or Gentleman, 
as the baſeſt of the people,burning with more then hoſtile ha- 
tred, deſired to extinguilh, and vtterly cut off, not onely the 
Gentry themſclues,bur if it were polsiblc,allche off-Þring and 
hope of them. | 

In this ſort, when all the Countrey of Nerfolke ina man- 
ner was ſhaken anJ beaten with the bloody tempeſts of theſe 
dangerous tunults, and now almoſt twenty dayes had paſſed 
from the beginning , and nothing in the meane ſeaſon any 
wheredone,but waſting, burning, robbing, andall things net 
only miſerable robehold, bur horrible and fearefull ro hearez 
ſo great gricfe had now polſeſſedall good men, and eſpecially 
the Cirtizens of Norwich : as at the ſight of this lamentable 
fate of their Countrey, they were almolt,with continuall ſor- 
row and teares,couſumed;To reſiſt ſo great an inconuenjence 
they could not, by reaſon of ſo great multirude of deſperate 
perſons which now were gathered together from all parts,in- 
tothe Campe. And that which is more,to take yp Armes with 
out the commandment of the King, was forbidden by Law, 
as isaforeſaid, And becauſe nothing as yer was heard from the 
Kings Councel), fearing daily the deſtruions, and firing 
of the City all hope of ſaftiz for the molt part being taken a- 
way,and bcing deſtitute of all counſcll, they remaine within 
the walles of the City. 

There was at that time by chance at London, one Leonard 
Sutterton, a Cittizen of Norwich, which fled thather for the 


- afetie of his life, as out of the common fame, and burning,

aview of Ketts Campe. © 
The Kings Council ſent for him, ts enquire and find ourall 
the purpoſes and intents of the Rebels. Surterron declarerh 
that which he knoweth;namely,that a great multitude of vn. 
2odly perſons were gathered together as mighty waters,that 
theſe brought calamitie, anda lamentable plague vypon all 
places where they came. That the number increaſeth euery 
day, that no villany can be thought of, which they haue not 
determined,that the beſt men are laid hold of , and ted away 
bound with chaines, houſes rifled, fields waſted,woods burnt 
and cut downe,all kind of beaſts killed,throughrage and fu- 
ry nothing left any where vntouched,bur by a popular fren- 
zic all things conſumed, Alſo deſtruction and ruine hang 0. 
uer the citic,except it be very ſpeedily preuented. Notwith- 
ſtanding he had , yea, and heheard ſome ſecretly ay that 
there were many in the Campe,and in thoſe dennes of wret- 
ched men, which if they had any hope of the Kings fauoar, 
and that they might eſcape without puniſhment, would wil. 
lingly caſt offtheir weapons,and imbracethe Kings pardon. 
Therfore he beſought,and carneſtly,and moſt humbly intrea. 
ted,thatby publike Proclamation, he would of his 
grant and impunity to as many as wonlddepart from 
that ly z for ſo he ſuppoſeth thoſe meetings will cafily 
be diſlolued. 

His aduice and counſell being approued by the authoritic 
and iudgement of the King, they appoynt and decree; that it 
pleaſeth the Kings Maieſty, to pronide a remedy in time for 
the diſtreſſed & troubled Commonwealth ; whereby ſhe may 
recouer her health againe, being once caſed of thoſe dange. 
rous ſtirs,andburts of {edirion,whexcinto the plague of dif. 
loyalty had now brought her. Notwirkſtanding, he would 
try all meanes, before he would cut of that which1s corropt, 
and contagious(leſt he ſhould bring a maime vpon the re(t of 
the body.) Therefore he decreed, that the puniſhment long 
duc vnto their obſtinacie,vnthrifrineſſe, vngraciouſnefle,and 
fcnſualitie, ſhould be deferred for atime.and hope of ſaferic 
ſhould be offred, if they wouldabitaine from their enterpriſe 
begun, The fidelitic of the King is pledged, mary" 
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ſcueritietaken away,ſoas by clemetcy and gentleneſſe, 
may be brought ropeace,and a better ar" oy _ 
Theſe things, after this manner being conſulted vpon, and 
decreed,this only remained; that this clemency and fauour of 
the Kings Maieſty might bemade knowne withour delay to 
the common people, 
To this end an Herauldof Armes is ſent poſt to Norwich,

low with him. When he came to Norwich, from thence they 
goe preſently into the Campz ;z where the Herauld ſtanding 
with his coat of Armes before the Oke witha loud voice, fo 
as all that were round about him might heare,l« ſaid: 


H Earken all you that be heere, and thou Kett,Captaine of miſ. 
chiefe,and as many of you as are preſent ,giue eare, Although 
the manner of our Anceſtors, and the dignitie of thu Empire,and 
the e Maieſtie of the name of a King, - va to require , that you 
which haue Wwickedly taken vpon you Armes againſt your Comun- 
try, and baue caſt your ſelues mto open Conſpiracy and Rebellion, 
being put to flight by ſword & fire, ſhould receine due puniſhment 
for the wickednes which yee baue commuted : yet notwithſtanding, 
ſo great ts the kinaneſſe and clemency of the Kings Maieſty, that 
thoſe, whoſe heinous offence craueth for condigne puniſhmext,of his 


ſangular and incredible fauour, be will hane preſerned with ſafetie. 


Andtherefore commandeth,that forthwith cacry man caſt off his 
armour , that they for ſake the (ampe, and this *Demne of theenes, 
and eatery one to depart to his owne houſe. eAnd if you bane done 
this thing being decerued , you haue your pardon, and Warrant of 
:mpunitze of all the enils yee haue done : but if. yee ſhall remaine in 


your former minde, and: purpoſe of Wickeaneſſe, be Will ſurely re- 


uenge all the hurts and villames that you hane done ,as 1s meet and 
and with all ſeuerity of puniſhment. I either will he ſuffer any lon= 
ger remaine , tothe onerthrow of the whole kingdome , the things 
that are to be cut off ,and cannot be healed. | 


When he had thus proclaimed with a loud yoice(as is ſaid 


” before)almoſt all the multitude cried,God ſaxe the Kings Ma- 


zeſtie, 
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zeftie. Which cric,when they renewed againe, many kneeled 
downe on their knees, commending withteares this kindnes 

and clemency of the King, ſeldon heard of, which no doubr, 

al would haue imbraced, as thoſe, whoſe minds began by lit. 

tle and lirrle, with ſhame and feare, to be ouercome & molli- 

fied, had not the moſt wretched ſpeeches of ſome, & the moſt 
p-rtidious perſwaſions of Ker himſcife,turned them from the 

ſtudic of peace,and drawne them backe agiine to conſent to 

their wickednefle. For Kert yery fiercely and ſtontly anſwe- 

red : Kings are Wont to pardon Wicked perſons , not innocent and ,,, ,. 
*uſt men;t bey, for their part had deſerued nothing , and Were guil- ſvveres 
tie to themſelues of no crime ; and-therefore deſpiſed ſuch ſpeeches 

as idle and unprofitable to their buſineſſe. Andſo turning to his 
company , hedeſired themnor to leaue him, nor to be faint* 
hearted, but remember with what conditions they bound ;abo(y 
themſelucs,cither to other;andrhat he.for his part, wasrcady Leegue, 
to beſtow his life(if need were)for their ſafetie, 

When he had, in rageand furie, ſpokentheſe words, the xy1tpra. 
Herald charged this beaſtly man ( and infamous in ſo many nounced ; 
poiars of villany ) with treaſon againſt the Kings Maieſty, 779i 
and pronounceth him 2 Trattor,and guilrtic of high Treaſon, 
Morcouer, comandeth John Petcbone,the Maiors Sword-bea- 
rer,to arreſt this carſed caitife of an aRio of treaſon;againſt 
the King:bat then they began a ſtur on euery (ide,this way, 

&c'.ar way ſtriuing withnoleflc {tour,then dangerous con- 

tention, The Herald ſeeing the minds ofthe e ſoſoone 

to fall away againe ( whom before, through cing 

of peace, he had ſomewhat mollified)and with —_— 

as with ſpurs of faric, tobe ſtirred vp againe; and the 

hope of health, which before they ſcemed to imbrace, tobe oy 

intangled againe, in their former wickedreſſe and villany, ory 

departed from the Campe.

' bonds and impriſonment,and ſect at liberty, and were admit. 

ted into Counſell with the Mator,andhis Brethren,and their 

aduice required which way beſt, the 2fault of the enemie 
might be let and hindred, Againe, they deviſed for the de. 

fence of the City, leſt by the breaking in of the Rebels, and 
licentiouſneſle of the ſouldiers, all ſhould goe to hauock. It 

was thought beft in concluſion, thatthe City ſhould tede. 

fendedon euery {ide the gates & walls kept,watch and ward 
to be had, all enterance to be ſhut vp: whereby the means of 
tranſporting viduals, being cut off, & raken away on cucry 

fide, the mindes of the. Rebels being ſ{trooken through want 

cf vidtuall, and weary of the warres,might faint at length, 

Telay brce= Ot theſe things which they long time debated betweene 
deth aan» themſelues,deliberating,& conſulting, Withour 7udges,there 
fee came meſſengers yntothem from the Gates trembling, and 
bringing fearefull tidings : that many of the Cirizens had 

bound themſelues tothe fellowſhip of this villany, and that 

ſome of them had let in many of Kerrs Campe into the City, 

When this great and ſudden danger, vnlooked for, came to 

paſſe, & the Rebels were now entred the City, all things im- 

mediately ſeemedto goe to ruine, &.feare poſſeſſed the mifids 

of all. Requeſt was made therefore, (andit was eaſily obtay. 

The Gentle. ned of the Magiſtrates of the city )that the gentlemen ſhouid 
men «hut vp be ſhut vp in the Caftle as before, leſt peraduenture while 
in prijen. they might be ſeen art liberty in the city, & free frombonds, 
"$07 Wherewithof late they had beene holden, the mindesof the 
|  Rebelsfuloffury andrage,ſhouldby that occaſion be ſtirred

weake and decayed : Who were commanded forthwith to 
rewaine in thoſe places; thatit any danger ſhould 
fromthe enemy in the night, / they might preſently with 
ſtones,Pikes, and other prouifion, be drtuen fromthe walls, 
and Gates of the City, The reſt of the multitude were com- 
manded, that all of themarmed, ſhould be ready in the Mar- 

ket place,andcrofſle ſtreets of the City,for curry occaſion. 
And becauſe it ſeemed that the Ordinance { whereat we 
ſpake) placed in the Caſtle ditch,andruines of the walls,did 
not much annoy the enemy, nor bring any defencevnto the 
city: At the comandement of the Maior they wereall broghr 
intothe plain, & ſpeedily beſtowed in the Meddowes whuch 
lie tothe loweſt part of the City, and all the night following 

(for the meſt part)was ſpent in fearefull ſhot on both ſides, 
The next day,the-Rebels( perceining of allthat tumule in 
the night, more feare then hurt to the Citie:becauſe the bul- 
lets from their Ordinance, mounting ouer the city, had done 
no harre)brought all the Ordinance they had; fromthe bill; 
intothe plaine,and planting themar the bottome of the hill, 
began to aſſault the City atreſh: but becauſe ſoone after the 
Ca pebeganneto te diſtreſſed for vituall, tharthey might 
more commodiovſly bring prouiſion from the-places:neere 
adioyning, they agree to make truce with the Citizensfor & 
time. Therefore they orcaine to this officeas Ambafladotirs, 
one /ames Williams,and Ralph Sutton,beaſtly men,and dfthe 
common people of the City of Norwich the bafeſt; Theſe 
came preſently from the Campetothe City Gates; with 
Banner of Truce in their hands,snd by the permiſsicn of the 
Citizens, were brought to the Maior and his Brethren, and 
are ſaydto ſpeake after this manner, © |

Theſe things with ſpeed returned to Kert ,and his compani- 
ons inthe Campe,being much mooued kereat;with a braine. 
licke rage (as wildfuries) they came running downethe hill 
with a cruell anddefpitefull noife,crringout. And whenthey 
came neere the Gates, they practiſed with all their forces to 
breake into the citic; but being driven backe withpixes and 
arrowes, theyieft that enterpriſe. At that time all the Ord- 
nance(as was (aid before) being placed in the meddowes be» 
neath the citie, was ſpent vpon the enemy : but for lacke'of 
powder, and want of skill inthe Gunners , to{mall orlittle 
purpoſe. Yet many being ſhot with arrowes were 
which when they fell thicke vpon the ground, the beardlefle 
boyes of the countrey (whereof there were a great number) 
andothers of the dregs of the people,men moldfilchy,gathe» 
red them vp,and carried them to the enemy : And the minds 
of themall were ſo inflamed, as the yery naked and vnarmed 
boyes(as though a certaine frenzic had bereaued them of the 
ſenſe of vnderſtanding ) running about , prouokedour men 
with all reprochſull ſpeeches. There was addedalſoto their 
importune curſed words, an odious,& inhumane villany : for 
(with reuerence to the Readers) one of theſe curſed boyes, 
putting downe his hoſe,and irrderifion turning his bare but- 
rockes to our men, with an horrible noiſe andour-cry,filling 
theaire(allmen beholding him)did that whicha chaft "am 
ſhameth to ſpeake, much more a ſober man towrite: bur 
ing ſhot thorow the buttocks, cne gaue him,as was meet, the 
puniſhment he deſerued, It is reported alſo,that ſome bauing 


the arrowes ſticking faſt in their bodies(a thing fearefull to 4 farefull 
tell, drawing them out of the green wounds withtheir owne & defperaze 


ands, glue them (as they wexg dropping withblood) tothe crueliies

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Rebelsthat were about them, whereby yet at the leaſt, they 

mightbe turned vpon vs againe : ſo great a deſire was there 

_ inall ages of ſpoiling,and ſo great a thirſt of ſhedding 
lood. 

In the meane ſeaſon, when on the other ſide of the Citie,a 
fearfull cry began; To your Weapon, T o your Weapon; Cite? ens, 
rf ye be men,to your Weapon ,the enemies are entred the Citie : and 
all men on the ſudden ran thither,as is the manner of men in 

are, where ſpecially the greateſt tumult and noiſc t> heard, 
The Rebels beholding thele things from the hill, and percei. 
uing the Citizens thin vpon the wa!ls , and before the gates 
of the citic,reſolued preſently to enter the citic where it was 
voyd of defence. There the boyes (of whom we ſpake before) 
anda great company of Country clownes,did hazard a thing 
not onely marucilous to ſee,but incredible to heare. For the 
vnarmedmulritude,and others,part with Clubs and Swords 
others wit! Spearcs, Stau:'s and Ianclins, (as chaunce could 
arme cuery man on the ſudden) cait themſclues headlong in- 
tothe Riuer that compaſſcth the Citie , at the Bridge,called 
Biſhops-Gate Bridge Who, without feare ſwimming ouer, 
and flying to the Gates with out-crics, and moſt tumultuous 
noiſe, Krooke ſuch a terrour in the mindes of all men , as 
there was none almoſt, which thought not that day, the day 
ot doome, both to their citie,andto them(clues. Theretore all 
for the moſt part(being afraid anddiſcomhted)fied; andas c- 
uery man could tind the way to his houle, & the ſecret places 
thercof they creepe in,leauing the citie vndefended. But the 
Rebels, pulling oft the barres of the gateszwhatſocuer Ord. 
nance, or Inſtruments of warre they found in the citie, they 
caryed with them into the Campe. 1here,when ſome of ouc 
fricnds among them vpon the miſerable ſight of theſe rhivgs, 
were {trucken with ſorrow and compaſſion, and withlamen. 
table voyce,and watry eycs, prayed God to turne theſe cala-. 
mities tron the citic, The boyes & Country clownes,whicl1 
ſtood round about, mocked them, calling them Traitors,and 
in moſt vile manner chey were vexed, and grieued, with cur- 
(ings and reuilings, But the Gates after this ſorc ſep open (as 
was 
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was ſaid before) when all things were diſordered through the 
boldneſe, and violence of the R:bls (for they came to and 
fro out of the Campe into the Ciry.) The Herald (for as yet 
he was inthe Ciry,neither wasthe laſt diy appoynred by the 
King(for the multitule ro lay downe th:ir weapons )zer paſt) 
came wich the Maigranto the macket place,accompanied with 
a great number of Cittizcns. 
There againe in the Kings name, hee comman1cth them to 
ut off their armour,to kaue the Campe, cuery one to depart 
me to his owne houſe , and to vſe reuerently and humbly 
th: Kings mercy and clemencic, If they would ſo doe ; then 
they ſhould be ſafe, and free from al punniſhment, Otherwiſe, 
there is nothing to be looked for : butgricuous torments, bit. 
terdeath, andall extreamity, When hee had made anend of 
ſpeaking , the Rebels cryed our very arrogaatly and fi-rcely, 
faving : Let him depart with a peſtilence , and on the deuils - ire 
nume, with his idle promiſes : He was mad tha: infuſing ſuch ; 
Aattcring ſpeeches into their cares, did bele-ue that they be. 
ing bewitched with ſuch intifing words, would be oppreſſed, 
& circumuented in the end, They deteſted ſuch mercy, and vr- 
terly defied ir ; 28 which in apparant offering a ſlender and 
vaine hope of impunity , would cut off treachcrouſly all 
ſafety. | 
The Herald perceiving now all of them giuen over, and (as 
it were) bondfl1ues to fury an 1 villany : and that they could 
neicher by the feare of puniſhment, or hope of impunity be 
brought from their inrendgd wickednefle::wicthour any thing 
done prefently, leaueth the Ciry, an4 teturneth cothe Court, 
Soone after whoſe departure che Rebels commanded Leonard Leonard 
Satterton to bee brought before them, that ſo they might lay = "oj 
him in chaines : becauſe hee had beene companion with the *** 
Herald in his journey. Burt Satterton vnderſtanding the mat- 
ter : fearing allo leaſt the mad, and turbulent people, burning 
towards hin with malice (as they did rowards all good men) 
might deale cruelly with him, hid himſclfe priuily ia the City 
amongſt his friends and kindred, gs

And for as much as he could 
not fit continually inthe gouernment of the City,becauſc (for 
the moſt pait) hee was ccnltrained to abide in the «nen;jes 
Campe, he deputed one Auguſtine Steward in his roome, to 
rake the charge of defending, and gouern'ng the City in his 
abſerce. Who taking vnto him, Henry Bacon, and John Ar- 
k:inſon,then Sherives of Norwich: ruledthe City carctully , & 
kepr all the Cirizens cafily m order (except the vnruly whom 
nogood order could command, But heremuſt needs beere. 
wen b:e1, what ſcuerc, and fowre Judge s,the ſeditious were 
vpon th:m ; whom hauing in priſon and bonds, they afflicted 
with a'l opprcbry, and ſhame whote: cruelty and wickeancſe 
was ſo great,as thoſc,whom they had firſt oppreſſed with vn. 
ſpeakeable villanie,and ſ«ldome heard of, them (at the length 
vexcd, and atflited with exrreame miſerics ) they delivered to 
the mad multitude to be {liine, For a day was appointed,w hen

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Codderhe Maior ( who was, as we ſaid before,molt againſt hig 
will detayned in the Campe) what commandements were im- 
poſed vpon the Ciry inthe Kings name by rhe Marqueſſe of 
Northampton, Hereunto ſpeedily anſwer from the Maior 
was returned to the Herald : That neuer any thing happened 
more grieuous ynto him al his life time, then theſe euils, which 
broughtin of moſt ſedious perſons, haue almoſt ouer-turned 
with an implacable villany his Country & City of Norwhich, 
flourifhing before. That (aſmuch as by mans reaſon could be 
foreſcene) hee had vled all diligence that theſe rumults might 
have been reſtrained atthe beginning : yer could he not bring 
to that paſſe, by reaſon of the rage of the milchiefes, where. 
with the mindes of all were holden intanzled, That he had in. 
duredtheterrorof impriſonment, the perillofd:ath, finally 
all extremity at their hands,and at this time was holden inthe 
Campe, with a guard of Sonlljers round about him.

Northampton againe inccu- 
r2ged the hearts ofthe Cirizens with good words and promi- 
{ed he would haue care of the City, and had good hope that 
cre long thele great furies, wherewith now almoſt all things 
were (ct on fire ſhould be ſuppreſſed. When he had made an 
en4 of ſpeakingghe deliucred the Sword to Af. Southwell,who 
carryed the ſame bare-headed before the Marqueſſe into the 
City. This honor by an old and ſolemne cuſtome, isgiuenal. 
wayes tothe Kings Licuetenants, And comming in at Saint 
Stephens Gate, he gaue commanderent that all the,Citizens 
ſhoul4 come vnto him into the Market place, There the 
long conſulted, ard many things of many were deviſed, af. 
well for the defence of the City, as for reltraining the aſſaulc 
of the Enemie. 

Then were appointed Watch and Ward vponthe Walles 
and Citic Gatcs. And in all places, if any were. thought too 
weake, were appointed armed men that might be ready ypon 
cuery occaſion. 

Theſe things thus appointed & performed, Northampton 
went at night ynto the houſe of the Maiors Debutic, and 
ſupped there with his company of Nobles and Gentlemen: 
when ſupper was ended, although through the tediouſneſſe 
of the tourney, and heat of the weather, all in the houſe were 
weary, yet they reſted that night intheir Armour, leſt they 
might be taken vnayares. 

And here it came topaſſe, whether by chance, or of ſet pur- 
poſe, I cannot yet tell, that certaine Italians skirmiſbed with a 
great company of the Rebels: and many wounds were giucn 
onboth ſides : but one ofthe Spaniards, while he went very 
bolsly into the middeſt of the Rebels, being a valiant man, 
firſt, the multitude beſet himroung, at the length they 00's 
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him, an1 put him to a ſhamefull death: for taking away all his 
garments and furniture which were ypon hin (very coſtly and 
cunningly wrought [they ſtripped him naked, and ſo huug him 
vpon an Oke in Mour't Surry houſe, not vithout many reui.. 
lings, and ſhamefull contumiles before his death, All men 
ſurely rooke g eat gri-fe from ſo crucll,and miſerable a death 
off ch a worthy,an4 moſt noble Souldier; and would with a 
great ſomme of money willingly hauz ranſomed him(if it had 
been poſsible) from ſocrvell ignomie and ſhame, But from 
this mans calamity now in the very beginning was eaſily per. 
ceiued,how great and deteſtable cruelty raigned in thole, that 
had wickedly taken vp Armes agai"ft their Country :alt 

not fong after by the prouilence of God (for he ſuffc reth not 
the wicked to indure long nor the ſhedding of innocent blood 
alwaies to go vnrenenged} Cayme himſelfc the Author of this 
dreadfull villany, with the ſane manner of death (though 
ſomew ht too late) recciued condigne puniſment of this (o 
great crueltic, 

But the Earle of Northampton fearing the breaking in of the = 
enemy in the night,commanded that the Porters and Watch- 
men (which before wee ſaid were beſtowed vpon the Walles 
and Gates of the City) ſhould now more painefully and dili. 
gently (thcn commonly they were wont) walke roand about 
the City. Whereby both their eyes and minds peepared, and 
arrending vpon th- enterpriſes of theenerrie, if peraduenture 
any tu nu!tiousrage ſhould beraiſedin the night, mighe ea. 
fily w th their helpe, and without any great ao: be met with- 
all, and reſiſted, Which ſurely was faithfully performed by the 
Captaines ouer hundreds, And all the other ſouldi-rs watch. 
edinthe Markerplace,where githering great heapes of wood 
together,they ſer them on fire, leſt ifany thing ſhould happen 
on the ſu4{den,our men being hindred, by rcaſon of the darke- 
n_ ſe of the night, an1 ignorance of the pl:ce, might be inclo- 
fel vnawares,by the practiſes of the enemies 

Edward Warner(one ofthe company of theGenrlemen)and 
at chit time Goucrnonr over the (ovldiers (commonly called 
Marſhall) gauethe Watchword:& vnto T homas Paſten, lokn 
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' might be the caſter defended,they ow this counſc!l,thatall 


a view of Retts (\ampe_.. 

Clere, William Walgraxe, Thomas Cornwallis, Henry Beding-. 
field : men of approued valour and wiſdome, divers/parts of 
thc citig were diſpoſed for the defence thereof, which tooke 

their charge and with all their indeuor performed their parts 
valiantly,continually caurſing from place to place, incoura. 

ging and aniinating our men : ſome ime. with their words, 

fometime with their countenance, fometime with their owne 

tiauell and labour, And thus by their wiſe counſels they pre- 

vented the peſtilent enterpriſes of the Rebels. 

All things now done to their liking, the Earle andall his 
company (they onely excepted , as was (aid before,to whom 
the care an 'd fence of the citie was committed)being wea-« 
ried with three dayes trauell purpoſcdnow totake their reſt, 
Bur when our men were intheir {weet ſleepe, andinthe dead 
of che nighr,the Rebels, as if they ſhould preſently break into 
the citic, withaterrible peale of Ordnance , and molt feare- 
full with out-cries, filled all places: Although by Gods p:out- 
dence it came to paſle inthisbuſineſſe,as the iron bullers dif= 
chargedfrom the greatOrdnance again(t the citie,flying co- 
tinually oucr onr heads,did no great harme,whcther it were 


by reaſon of the violent force ot the powder mountingthem, e,,,, '11;ue

ling ſomewhat higher then was requiſite (for there bee ſome mers corg- 
that thinke the Gunners were corrupre4 with money )for the #4. 


or the vnfaith/ull hands of the Gunners, of ſcr pur 


nonſt. Which things verily while they were done afcer this 
manner (though alwayes without hurt) yet they were ver 

often done of theſe vile and importune robbers, which wit 

th-ir continuall ruſhings,and hot rible ecchocs, brought ſuch 
a terrour,as our watchmen on the Wailes,and keepers of the 
gate<criedoften, To your weapons,which while they did many 
times(for the enemy neuer left raging)the Earle(which gaue 
charge,that if the Rebels ſhould tumulcuouſly inthenighr at- 
tempcany thing againſt the citic,he ſhould haue knowledge, 
being awaked by one of the Captaines) came preſently into 
the Marker place,garded with his Nobles & Gentlementhat 
were with him. Atterward,the better to prouide for the few- 
ncfſe,and ſeldome returne of the ſouldicrs, and that the citic 
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the gates that were on the other ſide of the city from the cne. 
my,and the breaches of the walls ſhould be blocked vp, _ 
poſing that ſo, neither the ſouldiers ſhould be wanting, tode. 
fendrhe walles, if the forces were drawne toa neerer ſtrait, 
and the enemy, without danger, might be driuen fromente- 
rance intothe citie, 

While matters beganthus to be ordered, and were almoſt 
brought to anend,theRebels all at once.as a violent ſtreame, 
came running from their dens withconfuſed cries, & beaſtly 
howlings,and ran into the citie. There ſome go about to ſet 
the gates on fire, andto hew themdowne : others climbe vp 
vpon the Walls,ſome ſwim through the Riuer} many conuey 
themſclues intothe citic by the lower places,and breaches of 
the old walls. On the other fide,our men beginto praiſe all 
means againſt them,andto reſiſt with all violence,and repul- 
ſed yaliantly the enemy oneuery fide , being already entred 
into the citic, and manfully driue them back(now comming, 
and flocking thither)and with Pikes, Arrows,Swords,and 0. 
ther inſtruments of warre,put them toflight,and broughtthe 
watter to that paſle, as the force of their incurſions by little 
andlittle being broken, and cut off, they began ſomewhat to 
wauer and doubt of the matter, But x fight was on both 
fides , with moſt inflamed minds, cruell, fierce and bloody, 
while theſe by force (if by any other way )goe about tocon- 
uey themſclues into the citie, andour men endeucur to put 
them from all entrance, Therfore by the ſpace almoſt of three 
houres,they fought with moſt deadly hatred betweene them- 
{clues, ard the bartcll was performed more fiercely in diuers 
parts of the citic, thena man would beleeue or thinke ; euen 
with ſo dangerous and dolefull an cuent,as except the ©xcee- 
ding deſire of our men to fight,and the worthy valour of Pa- 
ffon Walgraue, & the reſt ot the Gentlemen had remained in- 
nincible ; that night without deubt, had been vntovs all the 
moſt miſcrable night that cuer-was, For the minds of the Re- 
bels were lo (ct on fire,and incenſed, and the dcfire to fight ſo 
excceding,as,although they were fal'cn down deadly woun- 
ded,yet would they not giue oner,but halfe dead,drowned in 


- theur owne,andoth:ci mens blood,cucnto the laſt gaſpe, furi. 


ouſly 
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ouſly withitcoT our men. Yea, many alſo {treoken thorow 
the brealts wit ſwords,and the finewes of their thighes and 
hams cut aſunde: (I tremble to rehearſe it ) yer creepingon 
their knees, were mooucd with ſuch helliſh furic, as 

wounded the buttocks andchighes of our ſouldiers,lying a- 
mong(lt the flaine almoſt wichour life. Butour men perccl- 
uing at the lengththe for c of the enemiec to abate and wea- 
ken, ruſh:d vpon th m with ſuch violence, as they could no 
longer abide the fight,nor ftand to reſiſt; bur their forces be- 
ing ouertarowne, and beaten downe on cuery ſide, with a 
mightie ſlaughter, thy werechaced, and driuen out of the 


Citie(for three hundred fell in that fight)and betooke theme ,.. x,1,; 
(clues againe totheir filchy dens andcau-s. The battell en- ſlzine in 
ded, few of our men were founddead , but many wounded, 72% 


And now art the laſt , being ſecure from all practices of the 
enemy,the reſt of that night that remained(and thereremai- 
ned bur litrle)they gaue vnto theirrett. 

Inthe Morning aſloone as it was day,certaineofthe Citi- 
zens ſignified vnto the Earle of Northampton , thar there 
were many of the Rebels in Kees Campe , . whoſe furic was 
greatly abated , and the heate of their ragequenched, theſc 
caſily,and without any great.adoc,might be perſwaded;that 
forſaking that curſedfecliowſhip of deſperate perſons , they 
would ſuffer themſclucs #0 be drawne to the remembrance 
of their dutics, and more-whotſome connſcll z for they were 
wearic of the wickednefſe they had long. committed : and 
there were now abidingat Pockthorpe Gates, foure or huc 
thouſand men, which waite for nothing elfe , and defire no- 
thing more i As GO Which it nowat the laſt 
might be offered vntotheraby him , they hoped that forth. 
with they would caft off their weapons, and commit them- 
ſclues rothe Kings fauour and mercic.' 

The Earle from this meſſage conceiued ſingular ioy and 
gladneſſe, as one that had rather obraine an caſice and vn- 
bloudy viRoric, then (althoughthey were Rebels, and guil- 
ty)a wofull, and.imbrucd with Ciuill/bloud, Therefore he 
ſcndeththe Herald preſently witha Trumpetter , comman- 
ding him to promiſe vpo the _ of the Kings ge 
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all ſhall eſcape without puniſhment that will forſake their 
Armes. Theſe comming ſpeedily ro Pockethorpe Gates, 
found none there notwithltanding : yet the Heraldgave a 
ſigne by a Trumpet. Whereat, when they came flocking 
( from the Campe) downe the hill : He beholding one Flet- 
wan , 4 fierce and cruel tellow ( tor hee as princ'pall came 
down the hill )with a loud voice, commanded him to fiand. 
W ho demanding what the matter was, and why they drew 
themtoparlic by the ſoundot a Trumpet, The Heraldan- 
(vwered; | 
(3% thy way( ſaithhe) ard declare unto thy compary from 
the Earle of N orthampton, G ouersour of the Kings forces, 
that the Kings « Maieſty doth command and a«montfh them,that 
row at the length they Wonld.repint , and make en end of theſe fo 
eat outrages :Which, if th: y will doe, the 'y ſhall be m ſafet y,afid 
a hu clemencie free from perill and na man to be charged withthe 
villame they haue commuted, 

Hercunto Flotman ( as hee was amanalwaies of a voluble 
tor gue,and ready by nature to ſpeake reprochfully)is repor- 
tedto haue ai.{wered arrogartly and thieatningly, 

S concerning the Earle of N orthampton, he made no reckg- 

ning of hin, « man of wo courage, nor counſel nor good ſuc= 
ceſſe, bur deſpiſed, and mortally hated him as infamous, hight and 
vile, and alyares ſtanding in need of others helpe : finally, ene ſtai- 
red wth all diſloialty,,nd filthineſje of treaſen, T hiy( for therr 
parts ) had alwazes teene earneſt defenders of the kings ſafety and 
digmtie and of his Progenitors,and Would be eutr of that mird to 
ſpend for his welfare.all their goeds and fortunes, T hey had taken 
eArmes not againſt the King but for theſe things which they he= 


ped ſhouldbe hereafter for hus, and their welfare, Nenher were 


they guiltie m conference,either of Witkednefſe concerned in heart, 
or ſtaucd With treaſon agairſt kis Manſty For what elſe dothkey 
but deferd the Kings name and dignity ; prenide for the common 
ſefectie;defend the lawes ard likerties thereof: preſerue themſelues, 
their Wines, children ard geeds, and finally aeliuer the Ceommen= 
Weatrh( vexed many Wates vninſtly )from the dereſtable prid /uſt, 
and crueltie of their enemies ? Wherefore being void of offence,ſo 


ought they robe free from puniſhment. For Whereas that grogrous 


pro- 
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proclaimer blazed with golden Armes, had coleurably propeunded 
wnto them of late, cextame notable and large offtrs it was undoub- 
redly done to this end; that euher under the trecherous conditions 
ofpeace , he might reſtrame their indexour of recouermg their li- 
berty , or elſe bei1g depriued of thoſe goed meanes Wherewith they 
were now furniſhed, and ſo ſhut from all defence, he might deliner 
them vp te moſt cruell beaſts tobe denoured,” Let them therefore 
(quoth he )that baxe off ended, receine the promiſe of impunity for 
all vs, We that are defended wut htheſe Weapons ,and our owne in- 
nocency, are ſecure and un ſafetie, and haue purpoſed neuer to craue 
merci of any man. For Weave to reſtore to her former dignitie the 
Common. wealth , now clmoſt utterly ouerthrowne, and daily de. 
clining ( and mforced through the inſolencie of the Gentlemen Jout 
of her miſerable ruines, wherein: ſhe bath long cont mued, exther by 
theſe courſes, or tlſe( as become valiant men,and ſuch as are indu-

This moſt vile Traytor of all men liuing, had ſcarce made 
ancndof his furious ſpeech , when on the {ndden vnlooked 
for, a fearcfull crie went thorow the Citric, and horrible 
ſpceches were heard of menatraid, crying, T # your Weapons, 
T o your Weapons, which filled euery mans eares 1n all places, 
For at this inftant, whi!c theſe things werethus in doing at 
Pockethorpe Gares, the Rebels ſtirred vp witha molt def. 
perate rage, and impucent boldnefſe, were broken in at 
the Hoſpitall Meddowes ; deſtroying, and waſting with 
Sword and Fire, as they went: Fur they were met withall 
ſpeedily of our men, in the Plaine againſt the Biſhop of 


Norwich his Palace ; and there was a long and hot skirmiſh, 142, Rebels 
in which place about cne hundred and fortic of the enemies {-i7*s 


were ſlaine, and ſome .of our Souldicrs , and many on both 
fides grievouſly wounded, 

But the miſerable death of rhe Lord Sheffield was lamen. 
tcd and pittyed of all mer. Who( as it caine to paſſe while 
hee was more mindefull of his birth anddignitic , then of 
his afctie, ſwiir, and fierce, and deſirous of performing the 


worke hee had in hand , ſetting vpon the thickeſt of the E- 
G 3 nemics,

nemies and fighting too boldly & careleſly, by chance in his 
ſwifc courſe, fell from his horſc headlong intoa ditch, where 
L.Sheſfeli this Noble man was mott cruelly flainz of a villainous war. 
ſtare. derer. Andwhen he beſought him and his company ( by all 
means polsible,as by promiling great rewards,by ſignifying 
his Nobility, and the account ot his name ) tofpare his life : 
yer was it far off, that either rhe man,or his name,could moue 
Trater” any compalsion,as they grew the more cruel. Andafter,they 


— fe. ontended among themlclues for the glorie and cormenda- 
then. tion of this villany (ſcldome heard of }as of a moſt noble a&i 


So all of them boyled in mind-, as it came almoſt to blowes, 
while on both (ides rhe defire of commendation and vyaine. 

glorie carricdthem , which ſeemed to be due vnto him, thar 

gaue that fatall and dcad'y wound vnto this worthy Noble 

man ; but by the opinion of them all, Futke carried away the 
mp——— openly proteſted( calling God to witnefſe)that 

gaue him kis deadly wound with kis Clubbe, And Fulke 

himſelfe not long after ( by the 1att iudgement of God) was 

payed home:a iutt recompence for fo great villany. But ſure. 

ly it cannot be told how mach alwaies it auaileth on either 

fide to the vi&ory,the dearh & ouerthrow of excelicnt perſo- 

nages: for the enemy taking knowledge of this ſo lamentable 
chance,beganne to be more hoſtile and ready to make warre. 

-, Burton the other fide, the hearts of our men diſcouraged, be- 

\ ganne to languiſh. In ſo much as the Rebels puff. d vp with 
excecding ioy,making a mighty Alarme on cuery fide,as has 

uing alreadie gotten th2 victorie, ruſhed in:othe City ( by 

waat way they couldget in) to.lowing vpon our men,and as 

on _ mortal enemies {cr ypon them, who partly oucr-charged with 
as bug The multitude (for they were almoſt ewenty thouſand & ours 
1 Jc0. were only one thouſand and hue hundred)&(partly ſtrooken 
with the death of this Noble yong Gentleman ) went out of 

the City,& (cſ{caping by diuers iourneys through by-waies, 

hiding themſclucs allthe night in Caues, Groucs,& Woods) 

returned at the length al of them to London, Bur the citizens 

loden and ouer-whelmed with ſo many cnils, when all places 

were now filled with Enemies, fearing violence & murther, 

andall hoſtility which is accuſtomedto be done of Encmics 

ro 
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ro cities ouercome, & all hope of redrefle beingtaken away, rhe clriein 
fed out of thecitic. All mens hearts, for the raoſt part, were « mifcreble 


ſmitten with ſo great feare, as many (throuz hſorrow andan- 4. 


guiſh)bauing their minds alienated from the regard of their 
goods, left their wiues & children, andall their poſſeſhons in 
the power of the enemy. But many, when all mens condiri- 
ons were lamentablc, followed cucry man his owne hope and 
aduice: for whatſocuer gold, (iluer,plate,or good 

ſuffe they ed ; that they hid in priuics,wells,and pitts 
digged in the ground. Sorrow and lamentationoccupicdthe 
Citic on euery ſide. Andthe crying of women and children, 
mixed withthe ſhouting of th: enemies, cracking of the'fixe, 
and fall of the houſes, filled all places with an horrible noyſe. 
*For the rebels,after the departure of the Earle of Northamp- 
ton,threw fire vpon the tops of the houſes, which didflie 
houſe to houſe with fearetull ames, & from one ſtreetto an 
other, which in ſmall rime conſumed a great part ofthe citie. 


For all the houſes in Ho!me-ſtreet were conſumed with fire eine 


and maintenance of the poore diſcaſed. Moreouer, Biſhops- —— 


on both ſides therof. Alſothe Hoſpital dedicatedto thercliefe 


gate, Pock Thorpe, Magdalin,Bearſtreet gates, and diuers 0- 
ther buildings beſides in many places , were conſurned with 


Rebels fre 


fire, But it happened fitly by Gods ſpeciall prouidence, that __ 


there fell great ſtore of raine at that time,wherby the hre be- 
ing ſpeedily quenched, did not fo generally preuaile as the e- 
nemy wiſhed. Moreouer,the Rebels entredthe houſes of the 
rich men in the citic,andrifled them; and after they hademp. 
tied them,ſert ſome of them on fire, & committed ſogreat and 
ſundry examples of curſcd cruelty, as euery wher it ſeemedat 
this time,not men endued with reaſon were cntred the citie, 
but wilde beaſts vnder the ſhape of men. Whence manifeſtly 
appcareth, how lamentable and miſcrable the ſtate of the city 
ras at thistime;when nothing was ſcen or heard,but lamen- 
tation and weeping, of thoſe that were vexcd and troubled: 
& contrary the reioycing of the enemy, the weeping of wo- 
men,the crying of men,and the noyſe of then. that ranabout 
the itreets; then the claſhing of weapons , the flames of the 
burning,the ruincs and fall ot houſes, and many other feare-

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full things (which that I may not make leſſe in ſpeaking)T 
willingly let paſſe, which ſo tiled with horrournor onely the 
minds,and eyes of th: beholders; bur ſtrucke with incredible 
ſorrow the hearrs and eares of all that hcard it, 

Tie cirie therfore raven after this fort by che confpirarors, 
ſcr on hire ſpoyled and waited, when defolation occupyed all 
places cuery where (except the enemies) forthey thatremai. 
ned in the city, ſhutting thetr gates and dores, hid themſclues 
in thc moſt ſecrer plates of their houſes. |he Mators 
alone,as it were reſerucd to behold rhe miferableſpeRacie of 
his countries downfall, void of all aduice and helpe,when he 
beheld from the vpper part of his hoaſe, all things conſumed 
with fire, and ruinated: ſuppoſing the cenemi-s, as they had 
brought deftru&ion vpon the houſes, wouldnor long after of- 
fer v:olence & dearth vnto men, ſhutting his doores, kepthim- 
{elfe within his houſe, Bur the power of the enemies, in the 
meanc time waxing great,and gathering abandof men toge- 

Auruftine ther,they broke into the City at S, Anguſtmes gates,andall of 

Stevoxrds thembeing armed with clubs, 8& ſuch weapons as every mans 

boaſt abu/cd. lot could afford him,they came running vmothe houſe of the 
Maiors Depurie, & aflayed to break vp the doores: at length 
when they began to (ct them on fire, he being greatly atraid 
(for all his ſcruants were fied from him) himfelt alone vnſhut ; 
the gates, whom preſently they rooke, and plucked off his 
gowne (which he vcd at that time) calling hun F ebell; and 
threatning him a moſt ſhametu 1 death , exc:pr it wou'd rell 
them in what place the Earle of Northampron was hidden : 
when he anſwered, They we.* 4ll departed, 

All of them tooke thar anſwere with great ind.gnationand 
outcries, molt tumultuouſly ruſhing with all viokence into 
his houſe, they ſearched furiouſly al the corncrs thexof. Aﬀter- 
ward turning tothe prey, they depart loaden withthe ſpoile. 
But many(being reſtrainedpartly by reafon of money.ando- 
ther things which they recetuet of the Deputy : and partly 
by the ſpeech of a certaine perſon,which ſaid vnto them,ſuch 
doings were intolerable; yea,rhcft and villany ,by all kind of 
punithment to be reuenged & reprefled)brought againe their 
packs and burrthens, which they had caricd away before, _ 

| | 
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laid them in the ſhops and warchouſes. Neuerthelefſe many of 
th. Citizens, into whoſe houſes the Rebels hadentred, onely 
vnder pretence of (ceking rhe Earle of Northampton, were 
vtterly robbed of all that ever they had: chiefly they ſpoy.. 
led their houſes, which were gone out of the citic , proclai- 
ming them Rebels, an1 open enemies tothe Kings Maicſtie; 
and therefore their goods to be conhiſcare. Notwithſtanding, 
ſome of the Cit1zens tooke or der,thzre ſhould be deliuered to 
the furious multitude,bread and drinke,anda'l kind of vitu- 
all; whereby it came to paſſe, that the miſcrable and hungry 
people being pacified, they were ſom:whart itayed from the 
rage of ſpoyling. Neuertheleflc, very many(vpon this ſudden 
calamity ſuſtained great loſle and iniury ; and were ſo ouer= 
charged with ſuch great expenſes, that cuer after whilethey 
lived and many liue at this day )in their houſhold affaires, fa- 
redthe worſe. In the meane ſeaſon,the remembrance of furure 
times(as it ſeemed)came into the minds of theR-bels. Wher- 
fore being now turned from violence. they begin to think of 
their owneſafery: theretore they commanded th: Maivi s De» 
puty,and the chiefe of the citie, that watch and ward ſhould 
de kcpt from houſe to houſe, by the Citizens cuery day at all 
the gates of the citic , which if they ſhall refuſe to doe,they 
threaten death and gricuous torments. 

Moreouer, in the Temple (which is fearcfull to tell) inthe 
Temple of the greatGod, the rebels(as oft as it rained)placed 
the tents of ther furics, And ſo far grew their malapertnes, 
boldnes, and deſire of oucrturning of things, as neither the 
ſpecches of the wiſe,nor the fcare of Gods vengeance,nor the 
tcares and lamentations of women,could remoue them from 
their villanics, For the women (when they ſaw the {laughter 
of harmeleſſe naked men) oft times offered themſclues in the 
ſtreets, intreating them to haue compaſſionvpon their coun 
trey,vpon them,their husbands and children, and remember 
that they were men themſclues, begotten of men,& that the 
hid reuenged themſclues ſufficiently vpon thoſe , for whoſe 
cauſe they tooke vp Armes: thatthey wouldat laſt caſt a bri- 
dle ypon their rage z ſo ſhould they obraine without doubt 
peaceand pardon,andall good MM elſc of theKings Maic- 
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ſtie: but(as we ſaid before) neither threatnings,nor the conn. 
ſell of the wiſe,nor flattring prayers,nor any thing elſe could 
reſtraine them from lo great rage of villany, vntill they had 
brought a miſcrable deltruction vpon the country, & drawne 
vpon themſclues at laſt,an end worthy ſuch wickednefle, For 
ti King ,aftcr he vnderſtood that Ivs Maieſty was daily more 
and mote deſpiſed, the company of lewd perſonsto increaſe, 
all things contuunded with this execrable & raging tumult, 
the clemency of the king ſet atnought,and now no place left 
for mercy ſoft medicines toauaile nothing at all,thcir minds 
to be without cure,and infu&ted with deadly peſtilence ; Fi- 
nally,all hope of recouery taken vtrerly away : but only that 
which conſiſted in force, and ſeuerity of puniſhment, hee 
thought good to put this hiſt in execution, 

Whe: fore in the County of Lincolne,& other ſhires of the 
King  kingdome, he commandcth, and appointeth a Muſter, 
and preſic of ſouidiers. Alſoa great number of Swyflers tobe 
fcnt for , fuppoling (as the thing required) that this wicked 
rout andtheir foilowers, ought to be vrterly taken away by 
the ſ\word Otherwile,if it ſhouidſpred furthcr,and infc& the 
nc:ghbor country people,with the contagion of this viliany, 
It could very hardly be ſtayed, when the heat of that infe &i- 
on had ſp: cd further,and fallenas it were,into the veines and 
bowels of the kingdome,and had inclo{cdall the partstherof, 
with that deadly tiame of diflo, altie, 


The Earle of Vntothisarmy was fobn Dudley,Eirle of Warwick,a man 
YVVarvch of great Nobi.ity,and marucilous courage,appointed Licu- 


appointed 


tenant, & vnto him the chicte ſoueraignty 1s committed, by 


Lees, T etters and commandements fromthe King. At that time the 


opinion(by report of all men for the moſt pzrt)was receiucd 
among our Countrymen of him : that this Noble man was of 
ſuch magnanimicie, and experience in Martiall aftaires: as 
1t was thought the Rebcls ſhould be ſuppreſicd by him, or elſe 
ſurely put to flight by none, 

Therfore theſc ſpeeches of the Kings preparation & power 
being diſperſt abroad and entring the cares of the common 
people, came at the length vnto the hearing of the Campe. 


+ And whenthey vnderſtood ofa furetiethat they were multee 


cd, 
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red anda captaine armour,bands ef men, and all inſtruments 

for the terrorof war, prouided againſt them ro be ready, & at 

hand : they beganpe cuery day ro fortifie themſelues, and to 

looke abour for al things neccllary,8 to trainedthemſelues, ;,, if, 
that they mighc be the more able to make reliſtance.Sofarre 

was it from th2m, that either reaſon could mitigate their 
cruelty and boldneſle,or terror breake their ſtout mindes, 

To this end, whenſome ofthe Citizens obſerucd that many 
things were done cuery day more tumultuouſly , fearing all 
violence, ſlaughter, robberic, burning, and alamentable o- 
uer-throwing of all things: Ar the length (leſt if they ſhould 
2bide in the City,they might be conſtrained tobe on the Re- 
bels (ide) gathering all their goods together in heapes, as 
mnch as they could conueniently , and hiding them in the 
ground,or elſe by Maſons helpe,coucring them withlime and Citizes: 
{tone,they fled priuily inthe night our of the City. tbe Clio 

The Earle of Warwick after he had furniſhed himſelf with 
Souldiers at home, and frombeyond the Seas, with money, 
weapons, andall things neceſſary for the warres, departeth 
from London, accompanied with all his forces, 

There were in that Army the Marqueſle of Northampton, 

(who of lat= had the Gouernment of the Warres againſt the YYarovichs 

Campe) Ambroſeand Robert Dudley, Warwicks ſonnes, Wil- 4/7 

loug hby P 1jſi, Bray, and many other noble and famous Cap. *4%* 

taincs, beſides of Knights, Eſquires, and Gentlemen: of the 

Switſcrs,and of all kinde of common ſouldiers, about foure- 

tecenc thouſand, When they came to Cambridge, ſome of the 

Aldermcn of the City of Norwich, and other of the Citizens 

m-t with Warwick arthe rownes end. Which Cirizcns(as we 

ſayd before ) being afraid andaſto:;1iſhed ar the fearefull and 

mad boldneſſe of the Conſpirators, had fied the City, Theſe 

palc & forlorne,ard falling vpon their knees,caſt themſclues 

euery one at his feet, and with weeping,&lamentable voice, 

beganne ea: neftly to intreat him, that he would lay rio gric- 

uous thing to their charge ; for they were innocent perſons, 

and guiltic of no crime, Yet they beſought the mercy and fa- ,., 

uour of the Prince : For th:y had verily concciued an incre- ;; {, 

dible gricfe of this milcrable _ ſtructiqn,and ſpoyle of their pa wick,

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Country ,andhad further indured all extremity at the Rebels 
hands. In the end to prouide for their liues, they were con« 
ſtrayned to flie the City, and with ſword, and fire were caſt 
out, not onely from the City, but from their wiues andchil. 
dren,andall their friends. In ſo great miſery wherwith they 
were preſſed on euery fide ; they craue nothing elſe, bur if in 
this common and exceeding feare, through ignorance & fol. 
ly,vnwittingly they haue wrappedthemlelues 1n any offence, 
the ſame might not be imputed vnto them, but vpon their re- 
p<ntance and humble pcrition it might be pardoned, 
Hereunto Warwrckanſwered, that he perceiued how great 
peril! they were in, and that without doubt the {treng.thof 
thoſe deſperat men was great, which haddriucn them from all 
theſe things asdeare vnto them as life it ſelfe; Afirming, that 
they had done nothing am.ſle to his knowledge. In that they 
had lcft the Cirtie in ſo great feare and danger,it was but the 
infirmitic of man,and tobe borne withall, Notwithſtanding 
In one thing they were ſomewhar ouer-(ecne,that they with = 
ſtood not theſe evils inthe very beginning:for a few valiant 
and wiſe men might haue diſpatched thoſe companies in a 
moment, if while the matter was in the begining, they had 
oppolcd them ſelues for the hea'thof th:ir Countrey. Not. 
withſt:nding he granted pardon at theirrcqueſt, and offered 
the Kings fauour to them all, willing them, when they hane 
furniſhed themſclues with weapons,and with the furm1 ure of 
ſouldiers, to be in arcadineſſ to followthe Hoſt, having La. 
ces about their necks, to be diſcerned from the reſt. Theſe 
things don after this manner, he departcth from Can.bridee x 
And the tenthof the Kalends of September he came with all 
his Armie to Intwood. Intwood is diſtant from Norwich a« 
bout two miles, There T homas Greſham Knight had a faire & 
large houſe, where Warwikaboce that day and thenght fol. 
lowing with his company. Althe men notwithſtanding were 
arn ed and ready to the battell , if peraducnture the Enemie 
ſhouldraiſc vp any tumult on the ſudden;which ſurcly beheld 
from the holes in the wals and rowers what ſhould be done. 
Warwick in the mean ſeaſon, while(as is ſaid before)he made 


- hisabode withall his Army at Intwooed, cndeth his Herald,

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which in the name of the King ( as the manner is) proclay- 
meth war againſt the City and Citizens,: xcept forwiththey 
ſet openthe Gates,andadmirt the Kings power into the city, 

Ker ,when he viderſtood that the Herald was come tothe 
Gates, willed Argaſtme Steward the Maiors Deputie, and 
Robert Rug ge, chicte men of the Citie togoe vnto him, and 


inquire what hee demanded. Theſe bcing ler out ara back zr4ks 
gate, the matter being vnderſtood, made anſwere tothe Hee door, 


ra'd, That th:y counted themſelues the miſerableſt menaliue, 
which had induredſo many and great diſcomfitures both in 
minde and body, as at the remembpance thereof all the parts 
of their body tremble. Neuertheltfſe this one thing was ad- 
ded vnto the reſt, which increaſcd the height of their calami- 
ty,gricfe, & ſhame:becauſc that fidelity which they ought, & 
ear: cſtly deſired toperform to his Maicſty, they were not a- 
ble to fulfill at this time, & iudged thewſclues the vnhappieſt 
that liucd in this age, wherin they were cuer — elther 
to vndergo the danger of their lite,or the hazardot their dig- 


nity. Notwithſtanding,they hoped wel of the Kings Maicſty, Two great 


as thoſe which hadno waics bound themſelues in any conſent extremuic%. 


of theſe villanics,but had reſtrained(as much as was in them) 
the reſt of the citizens, with great loſl- of their goods, & cuer 
with an incredible danger of their lues. Moreouer,they moſt 
humbly beſought this one thing of the Earl,that becauſe there 
were inthe city an innumerable company of Kers campe,vn- 
armed, poore, & naked, ( who beſides, that through feare and 
conſcitce of their own wickednes were holden guilty: More- 
ouer,were weary of this curſed ſociety , as which had filled 
the very defireot working miſchicfc with the ſacicty oftheir 
furies ) it would pleaſe himonce againe, to try that which 
hath bin often proued invaine : ſignifying, that they greatly 
hoped(if at this time might be offered vnto them againethe 
hope of impunity)it would come to paſſe,that forthwith the 
wouldlay cown their weapons,without ſlaughter and blou 
ſhed. Which thing(if it might come to paſic)would be an e- 
ecrnall memorie vnto poſteritic, & a glory exceeding all vi- 
Qorie,zif they might carry home peace,& their weapons vn- 
ſtaincd with the bloud of ciuill diſſention, . 
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The Herald preſently departeth from the Maiors ſpeech in- 
to Warwicks Camps, declaring all things as he had receiucd, 
The Eacie,vato whom nothing was more prectous(if by any 
meanes it cou'd be brought to paſl- ) then that this lame (@ 
dangerous and dreadfall,might be quenched without (laugh. 
ter and blou:iſhed , decreed himſelfe alſo the aduice in this 
matter,that it ſhould not be mca(urcd according to the villa. 
nics they had commitred, but according tothe dignity of the 
King,and the vtility of the Kingdome, 

He feared moreouer leſt the Gentlemen that were holden 
bound in the Caſtle, and other Priſons, euery day toſſed, and 
turmoiled with the great wauecs of feare,at the length mighe 
be cruelly ſlaine of them. . For many weretrareatned death e- 
ucry houre ; and many,chiefly Roger IVoodhouſe, Knight, was 
continually reuiled with contumelious ſpeeches ,  v 
whom, without all doubr, they exerciſed rhe vynſatiable cru- 
elty oftheir minds,vexing and abuſing him, For theſe cauſes 
therfore, it pleaſed him to proue, whether now at the length, 
by the hope of pardon and impunity , they might be drawne 
from theerrour of their miſchiefe, 

Tothis end,the Herald was preſently ſent,witha Trumpe« 
ter,who entring into the Citic,were met with 40.of c:1e Re 
bels,marching two and two together (for they were Horſe. 
wen) with great toy & loud cries, from Saint Stephens Gates 
to the Biſhops Palace, Fromthence the Trumpetcr ſounding 
his Trumpet,ganec a figne : whereat when great routs of Re. 
bels came flocking by hcapes vntothem from the hill : The 
Horſemen with a ſwift cou:ſc ran vnto them, commanding, 
that diu1ding themſclues, the one halfe, ſhould ſtand in ranke 
right oucragainſt the other in order. Which when they had 
preſently done, the Herald with his Trumpeter, & two other 
of the prin cipall of the Citie, going inthe midſt between the 
rankes of the Rebels, were receiucd on cuery fide with great 
ſhouts & our cries. For cuery one vncoucring their heads,as 
It wcre wit! one mouth and conſent all at once(tor the moſt 
part)cried, God ſaue King Edward,God ſane King Edward be- 
commendedtherefore of the Herald, & chiefe of the City,and 
willedto keepe their ordera while, as they were opened 

0 
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of late, The Kerald,whentn this ſort he had paſſed betweene 
themtwo hundredand fifty paces,at the lengthcame vnto the 
rop of the hill,hauing on his rich Coar of Armes, as folemne 
enſignes of his Office. There he ſtayeda while,for Kerr was 
not y<t come : at the laſt he ſpake after this manner.

Wickedly taken up Armes againſt their countrey; how meny, Outione 


ard ſundry Waies by all meanes poſvuble labour and ſtudy,the Kings

Would they pur ſue alwaies with deaaly folly? How long would they 


adorne With counterfeit titles, the moſt foule tmpietie of miſchie= 


Kous treaſon ? How long Would they Wrop m the garments of ver- 
tis, horrible fil hmeſſe,and deceruable villanaes ? Fmally, how long 
Would they be holden bound wit h the morrall deſire of thoſe things, 
Which if u were lawfull for them to obtuune, the deſtruttion of the 
Common-wealth would mſue preſently, much more intolerable and 
lamentable? but rather now at the laſt they ſhould tooke about thens 
awhile and apply both their mma and underſtanding, and marks 
thorowly with more mtentive eyes their Comonwealth,of Which mn 
all therr talke no leſſe fooliſhly, t hen wickedly and vngodly they are 
wont to boaſt of. Surelythe may eaſily be ſeen, whether they be fait hs 
full ſabiell 5 ,and worthy the name of cond (uizens,Which han a. 


ken vp hoſtile armes againſt the K, Maicſty,which haue gathered 
together routs of Wicked & vile men which bane broght ypon thear 


Country ( the common Parent of vs all) ungodly and png

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hands : Which hane let in the ſcumms of the people,and the wileſt 
of all mortall men ( caſt out, for the moſt part ,o* all Engliſh Secte. 
eres ) tnts the Common wealth, to the deſtruttion of the good, and 
onerthrow of the Kingdome ; which baue defaced, With mercileſſe 
fire,the greateſt part of this moſt worthy Citie; which hath laid m 
moſt filthy priſon and bonds , many Worthy and excellent perſons, 
and haue ſlaine ſome with moſt extreme torture; which haue vt- 
terly emptyed the beſt furniſhed houſes, and pollea, and ſhawen the 
neighbour Villages; Which haue alienated to their owne wſe, the 
goods of many( of late rich men but now through their cruelty,nas. 
fſerable and needy ) and carried them mto ther wretched (ampe by 
moſt cruel! robberies which haue forged fained Laws falſe Letrers 
and Commiſſions inthe Kings name ; Which haue prophaned the 
T emple of the great and mighty God,ouert hrown the houſes of pri- 
Hate men waſted & ſpoiled the fields on eueryſide;Which haue cone 
uerted al their thoghts ſtudies ,centerpriſes to deſtruttion flaugh- 
ter waſting burnmg and ſtealing : Finally, which kxew nothing re-

drowned themſelues m ſuch furious wanes of wickedneſſe ) had- 
receined condigne puniſhment of God and the King, 

When hehad made anend, although many were very doutt- 
fullof the cuent of things, and trembled : what for theguilt of 
Conſcience, and remembrance of their wretchedneſſe : yet nc- 
uertheleſſe all of them ( for the moſt part) bcing gricuouſly of- 
f-nded with his ſpeech ; (o inwardly burned in mindc, -as pre» 
ſently they reuiled the Herald on euery fide,with ſhouts & cur- 
ſings : ſome calling him Traytor, not ſent from the King : but 
had recciued his leſſon from the Gentlemen , and ſuborned by 
then, to bring them a ſlepe with flattering words, & faire pro- 
miſes to deceiue thzm in the end, whereby naping as it were, & 
carelesth2ymight the eaſizr be taken,while they feared no ſuch 
things, Others ſaid, that pardon in appearance ſeemed good & 
liberall, but in truth would proue in the ende lamentable & dead- 
ly, as that which would be nothing elſe; but Barrels filled with 
Ropes and Halters.

Kerr would it were ſtirred vp witha certaine rage)they fled 2aſundcr, Note 
bau. ſphen withſtanding, Kete ioyned himſelfe with the Hetald,& minded 
woubVVa2r- to haue ſpoken with Warwicke, face to fac :but now when they 
vide, werealmoſt come tothe bortome of Sturt hill, a mighty rout of 
Rebels followed him with cries, inquiriog all at ence whither he 
went,(ay ing, that they were willing to vadergoe with htm whae 
fortune ſoeuer(though neuer ſo fharpe) & if he would needs goe

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But in very good ſeaſon, Captaine Drury came vpon them 
with his Band , whichrecoucred part of the carriage from the e. 
nemy : yet not without ſome loſſe of his Sculdiers, Then the 
Traytors tooke this covncell tolay waite inthe Lanes, & croſſe 
Streets by companies, ſuppoſingto ſlay our men quickly & vn- 
wares, being gnorant of the way es, not accuſtomed therennto, 
& by reaſon ot the greatneſle of the City, Wherefore they diui. 
ded them(clues by Pariſhes. Some of them ſlood at Saint A1z- 
chacls of Moſpoole, part at Saint Simons ,others at Saint Peters 
of Hungate,and others in Eaſt Wimer Warc;al ready tobattel, 
There, ſetting vpon ſome of our men on the {odaine : they moſt 
cruelly flew three or foure Gentlemen, before any helpe could 
come. The matter being knoxn,and noyled in the market place; 
Warwicke goeth with all his Hoaſt to remooue the enemie, 
When they came thorow the Streeet (called Saint Zohns Streete, 
and werenow come to Saint Andrewes Church the enemy(vn= 
looked for) with his Bowmen diſcharged vpon vs a mighty force 
of Arrowes,as flakes of ſhowin a tempeſt, | 

But while they were yet ſhooting, intending to mixe heaven 
andearth together : On the ſudden came Caprtaine Drarythe 

ſecond time with his charge of Harquebuſters, young mcn,and of 
an excellent courage and skill, who payed them home againe 
with ſuch a terrible volly of ſhot (as if it had beene a ſtorme of 
hayle) and put them all ro a flight as in a moment, trembling. 
There was ſlaine at this skirmiſh abobt three hundred & thirtys 
And many being found creeping in the Church-yard, and vuder 
the walles,were taken and put to grieuous puniſhment. All the 
reſt of that filthy company flowed againe tothe Camp art Mouſe. 
hold, as into a ſinke, Which being auoyded,the Cittizens ſees 
med atthe length to be greatly relecued and comforted, becauſe 
they had vomited vp & caſt out ſo gricuobsa plague. The Re. 
bels after this ſort chaſed out, and driven from the City : War= 
wicke, the better to fortehie the ſame, furniſhed the walles with 
Souldiers and other prouiſion, fit for the repulſing of the Ene- 
mie, and gave commandement, that armed men (out of hand) 
ſhould be placed in euery ſtreet, & that all the paſſages into the 
City and Gates (one or two excepted) fhould bee blocked = 


For by thoſe Gates our men carryed out great ſtore of Ordi 
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nance,which ſtood there ready charged to be conueyed the next 
day to Mouſhold,But Xerrs company ſuppoſing our mento be 
greatly diſtreſſed for powder, & all other neceſſary furniture for 
Ordinance, perceluing alſo ſome few to ſtand ling with 
our Carryagesand Carts,& net careful for any ſuddeneuent of 
warr(whom through the rage of the (welling prid of their hearr, 
being mad ) they greatly diſpiſed ( both becauſe of their ſmall 
company, as allo being negligent, and fearing noſuch danger, 
they ſuppoſed they might cafily ouercome) they thought there 
was oftered vnto them great oportunity of doing ſome nota« 
ble exploit. ' 

Therefore, while Warw.icks Souldicrs {what for the defence of 
the City,& the number of other waighty buſineſſe)were hindred 


with great cares: One Aſyles,a man(as it ſcemeth)moſt bold, & ares yilled 
$kilfull in diſcharging of Ordinance, watching the time & opor- the Kings 
tunity of this villany, ſhot thorow the Kings Maſter Gunner Gazer, 


with a bullet. Whom, when they perceied to bee fallen downe 
dead;ſome of them naked & vnarmed, ſome armed with ſtaues, 
bils, & pitchforkes,moued as it were with a frenfie, made anaſ- 
ſault ypon our men, running downe the Hill : Who abod not ſo 
much as the firſt incounter(ſo great was the feare oneuery ſide, 
and force of the enemie vnlooked for)bur aſtoniſhed &rerrified 
with the diſordered crics,& horrible noyſe of their feete,as they 
cate running downe the hull, leauing all the Baggage & Carts, 
ranne away on all ſides, with great out-cries, and a ſwift courſe, 
A few therefore after this ſort put to flight by many, the Rebels 
tooke, and carried away into the Campe, certaine Ordi 

which they fonnd there, & Carts loaden with all things neceſſa. 
ric for the warres, before any helpe of our men could come, 


Which thivg was very hurtfullyntovs,8 much out of our way. wifes the (t 
For beſides that, afterward we wanted thoſe inſtruments & wea- cond time, 


pons, wherewith the enemie had furniſhed himſclfe, Keres Gun< 
ners diſcharged often vpon vs, and moſt cruelly thoſe iron bul- 
lets from the Ordinance and Gunnes which they tooke from vs, 
and battered the City gricuouſly. And many being flaine,torne 
and rent in ſunder with the rage ofthe ſhot, this villany & wic- 
kedueſſe they adde to the reſt; that they beate downe moſt fu- 
riouſly a great part of the ts FE the Towre vpok OE

downe,and made cuen wi: the ground inſhort time: And With

VVarvzichs Warwic' e, (theſe things done afterthis manner, ſome of the 
fortefes the Gates of the Cirte butng broken and fallen downr, & now ram- 
Cite perd vp ag11-3« ) placed vpon the Briges, and winding Strectcs 
of the Pariſhes and Lancs,diuzrs of his Garifons, and appointed 
a great company of Armed men at Biſhops Gates,and commit. 
td the charge thereof ro my Lord Willoughby, and (o conpaſe 
ſed and forrif-cd all places,asthe ſame ny ht he cut off {rom the 
Enemy all entrance into the Ciry. 

: Norwith(tanding,the next day the Rebels came ouer the Rj. 
_—_ ee ucr calicd Contsford,& confoundedai things with a terrible fire, 
Conrfos SK lamentable to behold, For all the houfcs in two Pariſhes bee 
exd fire the 11g burnt downe ; the fire {0 (pred abroad as it got hold with an 
C4.Ms horrible lame vpon many of the Netghbour Pariſhes, There 

was accriaine houſe wherein the Marchants of Norwich did ve 
ſually beſtow thzir marchandize which they receiued daily from 
_ Yarmouth; called the common Stathe. )}Hereunto the Rebels ſer 
a fire, whereby withina moment the houfe it ſclfe,and great ſtore 
; of Corner, and much other commodities of many honeſt Mar. 
chancs,were viterly burnt with fire and conſumed, The rep 
goerti(c it is not vnlikely)rhat they intended to have deſtroy cd 
the whole Cicy with fice, 2nd to that end threw fire vpon the 
 roofcs of (aany houſes whereby rh. y might bringto paſſe, rhar 
while 
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v.ile all men ſhould runne to (ane the fired houſes, the Rebels 
ar che ſame inſtant, caſting downe the Rampicrs, and ope- 
n ng all the Gates , might diſtreſſe our men ( being ſcattered 

and helping one anothcr) having the fire on the one fide, and 
the word on the other. Which thing being wiſely obſerued, 
bcth diſappointed the deuiſe of the Rebels, and brought our 
men in the minde to ſuffer the fire (ſpreading every where vp- 
pon the toppes of the houſes) with a ſpcedy waſting, and con. 
ſ1ming of all things, neither would they ſo much as quench it

But when 1n this ſort vnhappily theſe things (for the moſt 
part) befell the Citizens ; God bringing alwayes one calami- 
tic on the necke of arother, great aſtoniſhment and ſorrow 
ſtrooke many mens minces , inſomuch as languiſhing thropgh 
dceſpaire and fearc , they almoſt faynted, now deuoyd of all 
counſell, Theſe came vnto W2rwicke , declaring vnto him, 
that the City is great , and all the Gates cither broke 0+ 
pen, or burnt downe ; the nun.ber of men for the Wartc 
but few , the power of the Encn.1c to bce grear, and can- 
nor bee reliſted, 

They humbly beſovghr him. in regard of their ſafetie, hee

headlong theway they came, | 

But Warwicke, the better to take vtterly away from the Re. 
bels all abillity of entrance into the City, commanded all the 
Bridges on euery ſide to be cut on (under, yet after, for certaine 
canſes it was commanded otherwiſe; & only that which is com.

ded ypon euery ſudden occafion,whereby it came to paſſe - hat 
all the deſperate and night incurſions of the encmie, were voide 
and of noneeffe&, 

The next day after, which was the (cuenth of the Kalends of 
September,one thouſand and forty Switſers,yaliant and notable 
Souldiers (as the report go2th commonly) came from Londou 


ſcnt to Nor» to Norwich. Theſe were 1oyfully receiued of our men,who teſti. 


wich, 


orſooke the good and mighty God : ſo againe, being _ 
a 


fied their gladneſſe and cheerefulnefſe by many vollies of ſhot, 
Atthe length being diuided by Pariſhes and houſes, and liberally 
and courtcouſly entertained, and inuited of the Cirizens, as it 
reuiued the hearts of our men, and ſtirred them vp ynto aſure 
hope, with confidence of performing the buſineſſe well : So it 
danted the hearts of the Enemies being now confounded with a 
new feare and aſtoniſhment, at this doubtfull knowledge of 
their future ouerthrow, 

In the meave ſeaſon, the ſeditious, coueting nothing more 
then to ſucke out the blood of all good men (whereof they had 
now drunke intheir moſt greedy mindes ſome hope) thought 
all the waight of the matter ro conſiſt in this, jf Warwicks Ar. * 
my might be put toflight at the firſt aſſault, - And ſurely as they

Which, when ſurely they _ 
d:d,the anger and vengeance of God(as it ſeemed )yet ſwelling 
with raging cruelty and obſtinacy,they all Jogreat a 
miſt of darkeneſſe vndoudredly is Satan wont to bring vpon the 
mindes of mengas ofc as he qr drowned in _— 
For while there were many dott among 

ple, out of which they ſucked I know notwhat hope of victory ; 
yet they imbraced certaine ynſavory and ſortiſh Verſes (tokens 
of the fooliſh cruellty of their minds) aboue all the reſt. Which 
they vſedeuery day, often ſpeaking of them (for falſe 

almoſt euery houre inſtiled ſuch fopperies intotheir eares,) For 
example there was 2 toy neuer heard of before, which exceeded 
all credit , as atthe mention whereof how their furious ſenſes 
were ſtired yp,may appeare, and with how great and vaine' de- 
light they carryed themſolues, may cafily be ſcene ; although by 
theſe Verſes alone had beene prophecied to them proſperity & 
vicory,but ynto vs deſtruction, & amiſerablexuine of al things.

—Wickedneffe, crucltic, and cofmaking warre againſt their 
Country now attic laſt:for ſo greatandincredible isthe good- 
neſſe and clemency ofthe Kings MaicRy, that although with an 
wpicty (neuet'to be fogotren,) they had abuſed his Maieſtie & 
dignity, and ſiayned themſelues with cnerlaſting notes of villa- 
nic; yet he hath commanded once again to be oftered vntorhem 
peace ; and pardon (notwithftanding all that they had commit. 
red) yea, tocnery of them (one or two excepted) fo as they 
would turne to duty now at the laſt (being tedde with repen- 
tance) from this courſe of malice and wickedneffe :. but if they 
purpoſed pecuuhly,and vngod!y to perſiſt in their madnes, and 
to 
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to tric the end : Now letthem know, there was come at the laſt 
the juſt puniſhment of their foolifh lightneſſe and diſloyaltie ; 
and Warwicke himſclte, although lare, yet the ſure of 
ſo horrible a conſpiracic.

Which anſwer returned ro Warwick, he'without any long ex- 
hortation, perſwaded his ſouldicrs (already burning with a fer- 


uent deſire of the battell) that they ſhould valiantly inuade the yed YVar- 


en:mie,and caſt no doubts, but repute and take the com 
Rebels which they ſaw, not for men, but bruite beaſts, i 
with all cruelty, Neitherictthem ſuppoſe, that they were come 
out to fight,but to take puniſhment, and ſhould ſpeedily require 
it at the hands 'of theſe moſt rngratious robbers ; that they 
ſhould lay cuen with the grou iR,puniſh,and vtterly roote 
outthe baineof their Country, the overthrow of ChrifttanRe. 
ligion and dutie : Finally,moſt cruell beaſts,and ſtrtuing againſt 
the Kings Maieltie, withan irreconerable madneſle.

' mindes had taken vp, wot not what ſecret flames ofhatred and 
gricfe (as wild beaſts) being returned from their deſperation, & 
remembrance of their villanies, into rage and madneſle (turning 
themſclues ſpeedily from their flight)with deadly obſtinacy they 
withſtood our men a little while : Yet ſuch was the force of the 
ſhor,and the heat of onr men ruſhing vpon them, which like vn- 
bridled horſes(being greedy of the victory )broke into the Hoſt 
of the enemie,that Ketrs Army being bearen downe, and ouer- 
throwne on euery ſide(with the hotaſſault)were almoſt with no 
labour driuen from their ſtanding. Therefore Kete himſclfe, as

ing this, ſendeth an Herald, wil.ing them to lay downe their

The batrell being ended, all the prey theſame day was giugri 
to the Souldiers, and openly ſold in Norwich market, Morco. 
ver, this thing is in Record,thzt many Gentlemen, and ſome of 
the cheife of the City, were flaine in thistumule, and heat of the 
fight : although they gaue money , and great rewards to the 
Souldiers,to ſpare their liues, 

The next day tydings was brought by certaine mcf{cengers to 
Warwicke, that Xet while his horſe tyred, and fell downe in his 
ton ( ir came to paſſe by Gods proxidence) being weary 
ofhis flightzhid himſelfe in a Barne & was found by two ſcruits 
of one R:iches of Swannington, & taken and carried home to his 
houſe and kept ſafe. Preſently there were ſent twenty horſemen 
for him,who finding him'there in his filthineſſe all forlornedy- 
ing lamenting & howling : pale for feare, doubting and deſpai- 
ring of life:they tooke him, & brought him bound to Norwich, 

The fame day began Iudgement in the Caſtle,and an inquiry 
was made of thoſe that had conſpired, and many were hanged, 
and ſaffered gricuous death, Afterward, nine which were the 
Ringteaders, and principalls were hanged on the Oke : Called 
the Oke of Reformation, and companions with them in 
theſe villanies, were hanged, and then preſently cut downe, and 
falling vpon the earth: (theſe are the Iudgments of Traytors in 
our Country) firſt their priuie parts are cur off, then their bow. 
cls pulled out alive,and caſt into the fire, thenthere head is cut 
off, and their bodies quartered : the head ſet vpon a Pole, and 
fixed on the topsof the Towers of the City,the reſt of the body 
beſtowed vpon ſeuerall ptaces, and ſet vp to the terror of other. 
But theſe wilde and rude heads, after this ſort being taken away, 
many of the Gentlemencarryed with diſpleaſure and deſire of 
reuenge, laboured to ſtir yp the minde of Warwicke to cruelty, 
Who not contented with the puniſhment of a few, would haue 
rooted out vtterly the off=ſpring and wicked race of them, and:

'yond the Riner, iris affronted with high Hils,which affoord 
delightfall Walks, 2nd 2 goodly Proſpe&to thoſe who from 
their _— will beholdthe Citric, which though exceeding- 
ly wellbuile, yet aboundeth ſo with Gardens and Orchards, 
in the'moft parts thereof, thar wemay ſay of it, as once one 
Aaidof Conſtantinople, whiles one bcho deth it fromaloofe, 
that it feemerthqueſtionable,wherher ir be a Citie ina wood, 
or 4 wood in a Citie.

and ſo remained without any memorable addition vnto the 
dayes of Julixs Caſer » who finding ita place of ſingular de- 
fence, beautie, and commodiouſneſle, did ere& diuers buil- 
dingsthereabouts. And in procefle of time, when the Saxars 
came into this Ilandof Great Britaine, and with them the 
Ibbirti, or Alaaines, and the Ang/s, who were then a people 
inhabiting betwcene the Almaines and Saxons; the Almaing

Suſſex, and Middleſex; the Angt: pizched themſclues in Eaſt-.

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Bricaine, which now 4s Norfolke, Suffolke, and Cambridoes 
ſhire ; and their new King which they: created vnto'themn- 
ſclues, tooke the Caſtle of Gwrguntas and G xthiline for his 
Palace, and the Angles began to build thercabouts , and ro 
apply themſelues to Fiſhing, whereof they paid rythes to 
Saint Lawrence for which-they found the place then {o como- 
dious : for that then all thoſe Plaines,whichnow lye iri faire 
and large Medowes ypon the Eaſt ſide of the Citie, and be- 
tweene Lakenham, and A mringhall, yp to Caſtor, formerly 
called Venta, together with the Narth parts of the Citic it

Diuers, who haue tra- 
uelled in Antiquities , find not the name of Norwichbefore 
the times of the Daniſh wartes,when in her Infancie,as Ma- 
ſter Cambden ſpeaketh ,- it was ſacked and burnt by Sweno, 
And yet ſoone after,v3J, in the dayes of Edw.the Conf. flor, 
it was of that greatneſle, as that it had therein 1; 20. Bur. 

But whileſt it vnfortunately entertay- 
ned the Earle of Eaſt-Angles againſt W::am the Conqueror, 
it endured ſo much famine and loſſe,during the fiege, as aba. 


ted that faire number of Burgeſles to 560.: But then againe, 
-in the dayes of the next King,v:J, William Rufus ,God being 


plcaſed torepaire the ruines thereof, and to reſtore and cn- 
creaſe her flouriſhing eſtate. It came into the mind of W:ll:- 
am Herbert , being by Wiliam Rufus made Biſhop of Thet- 
ford, to tranſlate that Sea from Thetford to Norwich, which 
formerly had been remoned from North-Elmam to Thetford. 
For wheras Sigebert King of Eaſt-Britaine,had firſt made one 
Felix Biſhop ouer Suffolke and Nortotke , whoſe Sca was at 
Dunwich in Suffolke: after Felix dyed one T homas,and'after 
him,one B oniface, & then Biſus occupi'd the'Sea of Dunwich; 
which yet ſome thinke was at Some by the Tleof Elie before

He endowed. themalſo 
with large reuenues, vnto whom the Kingsof England ſuc- 
ceſsinely from Will:am Rujws,gaunc large Charters, and faire 
Priniledges in alltheir Pcecin&s and Mannors, He alſo buil- 
ded a ſtately pallace for the Biſhop of the Sea: vpan the 
North {ide of the Church.

The Towne of Norwich being thus mnch beautified, and 
made more famous by the annexation of rhe Church and ac- 
ceſle of the Epiſcopall Sea, became as Mafter Cambder re- 
out of Wi/llicwe Malavesrburyto be of great name, for 
trade of Merchants, and reſort of people. And in 
the ſcuenteenth yeare of King Stephen, as we read inold An- 
nals, Norwich was founded anew , became a well peopled 
Citic, and was made a Corporation. And afterwards ſtill 
Increaſing in wealth and multitudes , they incloſcd them. 
lucs in walls, which yertarc ſtanding in good reparations ; 
and in proceſle of time the City became,as now it is,a Coun- 
tic; hauing a Maior and Sherifftes, The Biſhoprick conti. 
nucd there,at the paſſe that Herbert left it,vnto the ſeucn and 
twenty yeare of Henry the eight, when Welliam Rugge cx- 
changed away the eſtate of the Biſhoprick with the King, 
forthe poſleſsions of the Abbay of Saint Berers,fo thar now 
the Biſhop enioyeth nor any of the poſſeſsions of the antient 
predeceflors, but onely the Pallace in Norwich. Prior and 
Couent were by Henrythe cight, tranſlated into a Deane 
and Chapter, inthe thirtith yeare of hisraigne; and ſo they

The people of Norfolke & Suffolk, 
with Cambridgeſhire , andthe Ile of 
Ely, embraced the Chriſtian faith vn 
der King Szpebert, co 

The Borough or Towne of Nor. 
wich began to be gouerned from the 
dayes of King Edred,in the yere 980, 
and the Gouernour from time to time 
was calleda Sergeant yntill the latter 
endof King Stephen. 

Inthe yeare x 003.was the Borough 
of Norwich miſerably conſumed 
with fire, — 

In the dayes of Wilizz the Con. 
querour, Ralph Earle of Eaſt Angles 
rebelling, was foyled and fledy but 
his wife with a company of French 
3ritrans tooke the Caſtle of Nor. 
wich for their defence ; whereupon 
the Towne enduring 2 long Siege, 
was much impaired in Trade, Wealth 
and people, ;

Britaine, which now is.Norfolke, Saffolke, and Cambridge« 
ſhire ; and their new King which they created vnto them- 
ſclues , tooke the Caſtle of Gurguntws and Gutheline for his 
Palace, andthe Angles beganto build thereabouts , and to 
apply themſclues to Fiſhing , whereof they paid tythes to 
Saint Lawrence for which they found the place then ſo como. 
dious : for that thenall thoſe Plaines, which now lye in fairc 
and large Medowes vpon th? Eaſt fide of the Citie, and be- 
tweene Lakenham, and A mringhall, vp to Caſtor, formerly 
called Venta, together with the North parts of the Citie 1t 
ſelfe, as it now {tandeth, andall the way toward the maine 
Ocean, were Armes of the Sea, reaching vp it ſclfe intothe 
Countrey,andas it were enclapling this Caſtle, and the pla- 
ces thereabouts in his embracements. Diucrs, who haue tra- 
uelted in Antiquities , find not the name of Norwechbefore 
the times of the Daniſh warres,when in her Infancie,as Ma- 
ſter Cambden ſpeakgth , it was ſacked and burnt by Sweno, 
And yet ſoone after,v:7. in the dayes of Edw.the Confeſlor, 
it was of that greatncſle, as that it had therein 13 20. Bur. 
gcſſes, or Free men, Bur whileſt'it vnfortunately entertay- 
ned the Earle of Eaft-Angles againſt W:l/iam the Conqueror, 
it endured ſo much famine and lofle,during the fiege, as aba. 
ted that faire number of Burgeſles to 560. But then againe, 
in the dayes of the next King,viJ. William Rufus God being 
pleaſed torepaire the ruin:s thereof , and tore ſtore and en» 
creaſc her flouriſhing eſtate,-It came into the mind of 1W:{l:- 
am Herbert , being by William Ryfus made Biſhop of Thet- 
ford, to tranſlate that Sea from Thetford to Norwich, which 
formerly had been remoued from North-E!mam to Therford. 
For wheras Szgebert King of Eaſt-Britaine,had firſt made one 
Felix Biſhop ouer Suffolke and Nortolke , whoſe Sea was at 
Dunwich inSuffolke: after Felix dyed one T homas and after 
him,one B eniface, & thenBiſus occupi'drhe Sea of Dunw'chz 
which yet ſome thinke was at Seme by the Ile of Elte before 
the dayes of Felix, Bur after the death of Brſus, the Biſhop- 
rick wasdiuided into two Diocefles,the one of Suftolke, who 
ſill ate ar Dunwich; and the othcr of Nortolke, which had 
his

his Sea in North-Elmam. And thus was the Biſhopricke ot 
two Seas , whiles there fate ſucceſsinely diuers Biſhops in 
each Sea. 

At laſt both the Biſhopricks were re-ynited vnder King 
Edwin,and the Sca was at North-Elman, & ſo continued yn- 
to the dayes of William the Conqueror, vnder whom «A gel. 
warns being made Biſhop, did by the appointment of the 
Councell tranſlate the Sea to Thetford, where ſate onely the 
ſayd «A gelmaru & his ſucceſſor Galfagys. For, when William 
Herbert a man of great learning, thoſe times conſidered, as 
alſo of ſingular and cxtraord:nary zcale and denotion , 
(though (ro be known for a man he had one infirmity,which 
not preuayling long vpon him, ſome cu1ll difpoſed Hiſtori- 
ans,doe vncharitably more blemiſh him thercby, then as well 
became them, honour him with the due acknowledgement 
ofhis manifonld vcrtues) was inveſted in the Biſhopticke: 
he tranſlated the Sea from Therford to Norwich, where hee 
builr firſt the Cathederall Church in a mariſh peece of 
ground called formerly Cowholme, vpon the Eaſt fide of the 
City, berweene the City and the Riner, and founded there a 
Prior and Monkes to the number ot three ſcore, to bee the 
Chapter of the Biſhop, placed their houſes and Cloyſter 
vpon the South fide of the Church. He endowed themalſo 
with large reuenues, vito whom the Kings of England fuc- 
ceſsinely from William Ryfr,gaue large Charters, and faire 
Priuiledges in all thuir Precin&ts and Mannors, He alſobuil- 
ded a ſtately pallace for the Biſhop of the Sea vpon the 
North fide of the Church.-He dedicated the Church to the 
holy Trinity , and howſocucr it 1s generally calledby the 
name of Chri/ts Church in Norwich,yer the true name therof 
is Trimiy Church i Norwich, and ( 1s it {tiled in all the 
Records,Euidences, Grants and Pleadings thereot vnto this 
diy. The bounds which Biſhop Hebert firſt purchaſed,and 
by the King William Rufus and Pope Paſchal, granted vnto 
him; :nd atter by Henrythe firſt, and other Kings confirmed 
to him ; for th: ſite of the Church are to beginne at Biſhops- 
gatcs, and from thence on the Weſt banke of the riuer to 
2 Lopyls- 


the Citie of Noorwich. 

Louyls-ſtath, and from thence right vp into Cunesbrith- 
ſtreete thorow a lane now called Saint Yedaſts lane: The 
vpper part of that lane leading into the ſaid ſtreete between 
the Minorite Friars on the South therof, & the Church-yard 
of Saint Cuthbert on the North, which vpper part of the ſaid 
lane the Friars have anciently cut off, by taking irinto their 
walls,fron the entry of that lane into the middeſt of Cuneſ. 
brith-ſtreete, the bounds goc Northerly , and take in the 
pallaceof Roger Bigot Earle of Norfolke, ſince called Ror- 
ten Row, and now the Popingay, with the Towne land, and 
thendecline a long the Chappell into the Eaſt, and then in» 
to the South, including the pallace of the Biſhop, vntill they 
come into Holme.ſtreete at the Hoſpitall-gate, and then 
fall right Eaſt alonge the middeſt of the ſtreete vnto Bi- 
ſhops-gates. 

The Towne of Norwich being thus mnch beautified, and 
made more famous by the annexation of the Church and ac- 
ceſſe of the Epiſcopall Sea, became as Maſter Cambden re. 
ports out of William IMalmesburyto be of great name,for 
frequent trade of Merchants, and rcſort of people. And in 
the ſcuenteenth yeare of King Srephen, as we read in old An- 
nals, Norwich was founded anew , became a well peopled 
Citic, and was made a Corporation. And afterwards (till 
increaſing in wealth and multitudes, they incloſcd them- 
{clues in walls, which yer arc ſtanding in good reparations :; 
and in proceſſe of time the City became,as now it is,a Coun- 
tic, haning a Mator and Sheriftes, The Biſhoprick conti. 
nued there,at the paſſe that Herbert left it,vnto the ſeuen and 
twenty yeare of Henry the eight, when William Rugge ex+ 
changed away the eſtate of the Biſhoprick with the King, 
for the poſieſsions of the Abbay of Saint Bercrs,(o that now 
the Biſhop enioyeth nat any of the poſleſsions of the antient 
predeceflors, but onely the Pallace in Norwich. Prior and 
Couent were by Henry the cight, tranſlated into a Deane 
and Chapter, inthe thirtith yeare of his raigne ; and ſo they 
continue,though mach of their ancient inheritance hath þin 


taken away by King Eaward the ſixth, who becomming a

new founder,ſetledypon them ſo much of their poſſeſsions, 
as the Duke of Somerſet did not take away , but left them 
withour locall Statutes, of whichthey are now graciouſly 
ſupplicd by the Kings moſt excellent Maicſty, that now is 
in the eighteenth yearc of his reigne.

From the ſecond Maioraltie of fobr Cambridge forward, the ſpace of 
11, yeares, vi7. yntill Gregory Draper, which 1s from the yeare 1437. 
vnto 1.449. there is great difference in Records : for in a Manuſcript 
extant among the Records of the Cathedrall Church of Norwich, 
which ſeemeth in all likcl:hood to haue been written inthe dayes of 
Henry the fixt. It is mentioned as followeth': 1437. ſohn Cambridge
